The Grandeur of Simplicity 


So it came about that this queer, 
rough diamond of a Western lawyer, 
who a skort while before had seemed 
doomed to a round of prairie court- 
houses for the rest of his days, found 
himself, at the age of fifty-one, in 
the running for the presidential nom- 
ination of what was now the pre- 
dominant Party in the Union. Yet it 
was not such an incongruous choice 
as it might have seemed a year or 
two back, for beneath the surface 
Lincoln’s mental and spiritual ca- 
pacity had been growing with amaz- 
ing rapidity. 

In the opening months of 1860 he 
made his first appearance before 
Eastern audiences. Those who saw 
and heard him were shocked by his 
awkwardness and ungainly figure and 
the ill-cut clothes of which he was 
so painfully conscious, but they were 
impressed by what he had so say. 
One who was present at a speech 
which he gave in February at the 
Cooper Institute at New York record- 
ed his impressions: “He appeared in 
every sense of the word like one of 
the plain people among whom he 
loved to be counted. At first sight 
there was nothing impressive or im- 
posing about him; his clothes nung 
awkwardly on his giant frame; his 


face was a dark pallor without the 
slightest tinge of colour; his seamed 
and rugged features bore the fur- 
rows of hardship and struggle; his 
deep-set eyes looked sad and anxi- 
ous; his countenance in repose gave 
little evidence of the brilliant power 
which raised him from the lowest to 
the highest station among his coun- 
trymen; as he talked to me before 
the meeting he seemed ill at ease.... 
When he spoke he was transformed; 
his eyes kindled, his voice rang, his 
face shone and seemed to light up 
the whole assembly. For an hour and 
a half he held his audience in the 
hollow of his hand. His style of speech 
and manner of delivery were severely 
simple. What Lowell called ‘the grand 
simplicities of the Bible,’ with which 
he was so familiar, were reflected in 
his discourse. . . . It was marvelous 
to see how this untutored man, by 
mere self-discipline and the chasten- 
ing of his own spirit, had outgrown 
all meretricious arts, and found his 
way to the grandeur and strength of 
absolute simplicity.’” — From ‘The 
American Ideal,” by ARTHUR BRy- 
ANT.

The Speeds of 


De Luca’s Acoustical Victor 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 





Guiseppe De Luce 


A friend collector asked me for 


* the speeds of all De Luca’s acous- 


tical Victor recordings, and since this 
Golden Age baritone is one of the 
most popular collectors’ artists, I’m 
passing on the results of my “pitch- 
ing” to the readers of this depart- 
ment. I, myself, was glad to find 
out the r.p.m. of those wonderful 
discs De Luca made for Victor dur- 
ing the acoustical period, as_ all 
through the years I just “tuned 
them up” never really knowing at 
what speed they revolved when in 
pitch. 

Necessary as it is to play all sing- 
ers’ recordings at the speeds they 
were made, it is even more so in 
this case, because any deviation from 
the correct pitch mars the delicate 
velvet sheen peculiar to De Luca’s 
beautiful tone. A good example of 
this may be easily heard on the two 
sides of the “Don Pasquale” duet, 
which must be played at a bit above 
75.00, otherwise De Luca’s voice be- 
comes thin and shallow, while Bori 
sounds positively mousy. 

It would, of course, be nice to pitch 
correctly the remainder of De Luca’s 
acousticals, but for that I would need 
to complete his Fonotipias (which is 
very possible) and his G&T’s (which 
with the help of Dame Fortune is not 
altogether impossible). But fortu- 
nately, at the time De Luca sang at 
the Met and recorded for Victor, up 
to about the early ’thirties (which 
includes almost all of his electricals), 
this magnificent baritone was in his 
fullest glory both vocally and artis- 
tically; therefore to hear him on these 
recordings is to know him at his 
resplendent best:

The above 7-inch LP presents four 
great French artists in roles they 
originally created. The five dises that 
they appear on, very rare in their 
original form, were beautifully re-re- 
corded and perfectly pitched by the 
IRCC—the latter, something for 
which I gave a deep sigh of relief, 
after testing all the selections against 
their respective scores. This is one 
LP that reproduces the voices exact- 
ly as they were when the recording 
apparatus captured them. 

The more records I hear of Mura- 
tore the firmer I become convinced 
that he was one of the finest tenors of 
his time - and not only for the sheer 
beauty of his manly voice, but also 
for the splendid mastery with which 
he used it. He created the part of 
Thésée in “Ariane,” at the Opera, on 
October 31, 1906, with Bréval as Ari- 
ane, Grandjean as Phédre, Arbell as 
Perséphone, Demougeot as Cypris 
and Delmas as Pirithous, among oth- 
ers, and the extracts from this im- 
pressive opera, on L-7002, contained 
two of its most dramatic passages, 
sung with a grandeur that is truly 
superb, 

“Les Barbares” had its prémire 
in Paris, in 1901, with Rousseliére as 
Le Veilleur; while Calvé was the first 
to sing Massenat’s “Sapho,” at the 
Opéra-Comique, in 1897. Both the 
renditions of the selections from 
these works, here introduced, are 
worthy of their interpreters’ fame. 
Calvé, however, is occasionally sharp 
—which is a comparatively rare oc- 
currence because singers, as a rule, 
tend to be flat when deviating from 
the true tone. 

Some of the marvels of record col- 
lecting are Lucien Fugére’s astonish- 
ing electrical Columbia’s, which were 
made when he was eighty but sound- 
ed half his age. The original of 
Elle m’aime, reproduced on this LP, 
was recorded in Paris, in 1902, when 
he was “only” fifty-four. In “La 
Basoche” Fugére created the role of 
Le Duc de Longueville, at the Opéra- 
Comique, on May 29, 1890. On that 
occasion his colleagues, to mention 
but a few, were: Molé-Truffier, Lan- 
douzy, Leclere and Soulacroix. 

IRCC L-7002 is a grand little LP, 
representative of four of the grand- 
est artists of the French grand opera.

Letters From O’Connor 


Soon after George O’Connor re- 
turned to Washington I wrote to him, 
primarily to send him a clipping of 
my interview which had appeared in 
the Roanoke World-News on the 
afternoon of the day we met. On 
August 11, 1943, he wrote to me on 
blue stationery containing the names 
of the District, Lawyers and Wash- 
ington Title Insurance Companies, all 
at 1413 Eye Street, Northwest: 


Dear Jim: I appreciate your write- 
up of me... and am still wonder- 
ing how you did it with so little to 
go on. I am departing tomorrow 
morning for Gloucester, Mass., and 
on my return in a couple of weeks 
I’ll dig up a photo for your collec- 
tion of ‘‘Wax Workers.”’ Very best 
regards. 


On August 16, George wrote: 


Dear Jim: your nice letter reach- 
ed me as I was leaving for this 
place (Gloucester) and after I had 
written to you. Our letters crossed. 
I am fortunate to be out of Wash- 
ington and the heat and am enjoy- 
ing the cool breezes here. Best re- 
gards. 


Getting the promised photograph 
turned out to be a more complicated 
matter than I had expected. On Sep- 
tember 24, I again heard from George 
saying: 

Dear Jim: I have not forgotten a- 
bout the picture, but I am going to 
have some new ones made at the 
first opportunity. Things have been 
a bit rushed with me—unusually so 
—but I'll get around to it next week. 


I note what you say about Frank 
Crumit and I am sorry that he pass- 
ed along. Will talk over the Satur- 
day Evening Post thing some time 
soon. Please forgive this hurried 
scrawl, as my _ secretaries. (three) 
have joined up with Uncle Sam. 


The reference to the Saturday 
Evening Post was in reply to my 
suggestion that George would be a 
good subject for a Post article and 
I'd like to try writing one about 
him. Unfortunately, the idea never 
came to anything, since I didn’t get 
around to visiting Washington and 
talking with him, to obtain more in- 
formation. 

The next letter I find is dated Dec- 
ember 20, 1943. George wrote: 


Dear Jim: I have not forgotten 
my promise to send you a photo of

myself, but have been delayed in 
securing one up-to-date, Due to a 
lot of things, cold, of family and self, 
it was but just a few days ago that 
I drifted into Harris and Ewing’s 
and sat for a new series. I hope they 
are good, and you are diwn as the 
recipient of one—if that be not an 
affliction. I was altogether out of 
representatives of myself, and time 
flew by. 


I duly received a large, handsome 
photo from George, and wrote to 
thank him. On January 18, 1944, he 
replied: 

Dear Jim: It was my intention to 
write a note to accompany the photo 
and then the second edition of the 
flu struck me, and I had to return 
to my home for some days 
where I still am. I hope to get into 
circulation again by tomorrow. or 
next day. Am glad to know that you 
are pleased with the picture, as my 
wife objects to it because I did not 
have my hair combed. 

It will be a great pleasure to fore- 
gather with you on the occasion of 
your trip to Washington, and I would 
be greatly pleased to have you 
“pump” me for an article for the 
Saturday Evening Post ... I feel 
that you could do a good job of it . 

Looking forward to seeing you 
here, with fond _ anticipation of 
pleasure and with best regards, 


Although I am _ sure I received 
other letters from George O’Connor, 
the foregoing is the last on which I 
have been able to place my hands. 
A few weeks before starting this ar- 
ticle I moved from the house in which 
I had lived for eleven years to an- 
other address, and my record collec- 
tion, my letter files, my books and 
everything else I own have since been 
in hopeless confusion. So, because of 
the prevailing chaos, the foregoing 
samples must suffice. 


VI “Who’s Who” Sketch 

A few things that I have previously 
omitted now occur to me. Shortly 
after meeting Mr. O’Connor, I looked 
up his biographical sketch in “‘Who’s 
Who in America” and discovered that 
his full name was George Henry O’- 
Connor. He was born in Washington, 
the son of a U. S. Army captain, 
Patrick Edward O’Connor, and of 
Ellen Mary McCarthy O’Connor. He 
studied in St. John’s Academy at 
Alexandria, Va., from 1888 to 1891, 
received his L. L. B. degree from the 
National University Law School in 
1894, and his L. L. M, in 1895. During 
the latter year he was a special stu- 


dent at Georgetown University from 
‘which he received an honorary A. M. 
degree in 1915. 


On January 20, 1905, O’Connor 
married Blanche Higgins. They had 
two children, Helen Louise and 
George H. O’Connor, Jr. The “White 
House Entertainer” was admitted to 
the District of Columbia Bar in 1895 
and to the Bar of the U. S. Supreme 
Court in 1918. Who’s Who said O’- 
Connor had been president of the 
Washington Title Insurance Company 
since January 5, 1941. He had served 
on many civic committees, including 
presidential inauguration and Com- 
munity Chest groups, and had been 
a delegate to the National Chamber 
of Commerce. O’Connor was a trustee 
of the Catholic Charities of Washing- 
ton, St. Vincent’s and the Home 
Group Hospital. He was a member of 
the American Bar Association of the 
District of Columbia, the American 
Title Association, the White House 
Correspondents Association, the 
Washington Board of Trade, the 
Knights of Columbus and the Friend- 
ly Sons of St. Patrick. He belonged 
to the Alfalfa, National Press, Uni- 
versity, Lawyers, Rotary, Calvert, 
Wellwood County and the Charles- 
town, Md., Yacht Clubs. His home 
was at 3313 Cleveland Avenue, Wash- 
ington, and he was listed as a former 
contributor to the Washington Daily 
News. This is a list of distinctions 
unequalled by any other recording 
artist I have written about, except 
Albert Spalding. 


In one of his letters George enclos- 
ed a clipping of an article which had 
appeared in The Catholic Review for 
Oct. 8, 1943. The Review had reprin- 
ed it from The Directors’ Digest, ap- 
parently a title insurance publication. 
The heading was “George O’Connor 
Makes Presidents Laugh,” and the ar- 
ticle itself follows: 


George O’Connor might have been 
an Eddie Cantor or an Al Jolson if 
he hadn’t been so successful in busi- 
ness. As it is, he has probably lifted 
laughs from almost as many _highest- 
ups as have these song-and-comedy 
kings. His amateur entertaining also 
helps him relax from his chief re- 
sponsibility — the managing of a 
group of leading title insurance com- 
panies in Washington, D. C. 

He is on the Board of Directors of 
the National Permanent Building 
Association, a $12,000,000 institution, 
and that takes thinking, too. So to

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get his mind off business sometimes 
he has kept right on singing at 
banquets and social affairs at Wash- 
ington in that throaty baritone which 
first made Grover Cleveland a dev- 
otee of his when he sang ‘The 
Bowery”’ from a Washington High 
School stage. 

By the time George was ready to 
finish his undergraduate work at 
Georgetown University, he had a 
somewhat wider-than-campus reputa- 
tion as a glee club minstrel star, 
so two weeks after McKinley’s in- 
auguration, he sang at the Gridiron 
Club dinner in honor of the new 
president. 

A long string of White House oc- 
cupants, both Roosevelts, Taft, 
Wilson, Hoover, and Coolidge, have 
found his brand of minstrel singing 
a perpetual relaxer. At the insistence 
of Miss Margaret Wilson, herself a 
singer, he made phonograph records 
of ‘‘Mississippi Barbecue’ and ‘“‘] 
Guess I'll Soon Be Back in Dixie- 
land’ and although the _ listeners 
missed seeing the chunky, little rosy 
cheeked man whose voice they heard, 
their ears did grasp the eternal, in- 
definable quality which brings on a 
smile or a laugh. 

The Liberty Loan rally at which 
he sang in Philadelphia during Worid 
War I brought $780,000 in bond sales, 
and that was tops for the times. 
That evening was the climax of a 
tour he had made of the army can- 
tonments in the company of MMe. 
Schumann - Heink and his accom- 
panist, on his amateur performances, 
the late Matt Horne. 

A minstrel career which has 
been carried on from a _ thousand 
banquet tables has always included 
the District of Columbia Savings and 
Loan League parties. He is so well 
known in Washington for his avoca- 
tion that it was a surprise to thous- 
ands of his devotees to find out the 
ether day what he does for a living 
when it was announced that he was 
the new president of the District, the 
Lawyers, and the Washington Title 
Insurance Companies. 

VII George O’Connor’s Death 

Then came the sad news of George

To save a 
couple of hours of typing I shall not

CURRENT 
COLLECTORS’ 
RECORDINGS 


By ALLEN G. DEBUS 


Eddie Cantor 


Few, if any, of the great show 
business comedians have recorded for 
as many companies as Eddie Cantor 
has. An excellent summary of his 
recording career has already been 
written by Jim Walsh (Variety-Dec- 
ember 23, 1953). From 1917 to date 
a steady stream of his records has 
been offered to the public, and with 
the filming of his life story a fine 
long playing record was relea‘sed. But 
more about that later. 

First let’s quickly r: view his earl- 
ier records. Cantor first waxed his 
hit songs from the “Ziegfield Fol- 
lies” of 1917 for both Victor and 
Aeolian-Vocalion. The same _ songs 
(“That’s the Kind of a Baby for Me,” 
and “The Modern Maiden’s Prayer”) 
were recorded for both, and the Victor 
is fairly common today. However, the 
early Aeolion-Vocalions were needle 
cut hill and dale records and most of 
these are quite scarce today. 


By 1919 Cantor was recording both 
for Emerson and Pathe, and for any 
collector who specializes in comic 


songs these are a “must.” He sang 
many great numbers for these com- 
panies such as “I Never Knew I Had 
a Wonderful Wife Until the Town 
Went Drv.” “I Used to Call Her 
Baby (But Now She’s A Mother to 
Me,”) and “Give Me the Sultan’s 
Harem.” They may be a little dated 
today, but they are still funny. I also 
have a Regal record by him from 
this period. 


In 1922 he switched to Columbia 
with songs like “How Ya Gonna Keep 
Your Mind on Dancing,” “I Love 
Me,” and “Charley My Boy.” Accord- 
ing to Jim Walsh he was with Col- 
umbia until 1925 and made a few 
electrically recorded discs for them, 
but the last Columbia I have by him 
made at this time is his acoustic 1924 
record of “We’re Back Together A- 
gain” on 397-D. In any case, he stay- 
ed away from recording from about 
1925 to 1928 when he went back to 
Victor fora year or two to sing “I 
Faw Down and Go Boom,” “If I Give 
Up the Saxaphone (Will You Come

His 
famous “Making Whoopee” was first 
issued at this time as well as a little 
comic relief from the Wall Street 
Crash, “Eddie Cantor’s Tips on the 
Stock Market” (Victor 22189). 

Jim Walsh states also that in 1930- 
31 a Durium De Luxe fifteen cent 
record was released with Cantor sing- 
ing “Cheer Up” from the musical 
comedy “Ballyhoo.” It is a record I 
would like to hear sometime. Back to 
Columbia about 1933 with the Royal 
Blue records where he sang “Look 
What. You’ve Done,” and “What a 
Perfect Combination” on 2723-D. 
Then about 1935 Perfect released 
“The Man on the Flying Trapeze” 
and “Over Somebody Else’s Should- 

”? 


In the later 1930’s he went back a- 
gain to Columbia to sing swing ver- 
sions of “Margie,” “If You Knew 
Susie,” and other Cantor favorites. 
Then he signed up with Decca about 
1940. to sing his standard songs once 
again. The last of his blue label Dec- 
cas was put out during the war and 
was a hit song from his Broadway 
success “Banjo Eyes”’—‘We’re Hav- 
ing a Baby (My Baby and Me).” With 
increased costs, the 35cent blue label 
Decca record was discontinued, and 
Eddie Cantor ‘was switched to the 75 
cent 23000 series. Here is a partial 
list of these records: 23529 (with Nora 
Martin) Around and Around and A- 
round/You Kissed Me Once; 23723 
Ma (He’s Making Eyes at Me) /Mar- 
gie; 24597 Yes Sir That’s My Baby/ 
Alabamy Bound; Album A564 includ- 
ing the following: 23985 Makin’ 
Whoopee/Now’s the Time to Fall in 
Love; 23986 If You Knew Susie/Oh 
Gee Oh Gosh Oh Golly; 23987 You’d 
Be Surprised/Ida; 23988 Dinah/How 
You Gonna Keep Them Down on the 
Farm. 

Since the Cantor life story has 
been filmed, the album has been re- 
pressed as an Ln album. About 1947 
Eddie Cantor appeared on the indie 
Pan American label with two reco- 
ords: 036 One-zy Twe-zy/Joan Bar- 
ton-Rather Do Without You Baby; 
044 Josephine Please No Lean on the 
Bell/Makin’ Whoopee. 

About the same time Columbia 
started its short-lived Archives Ser- 
ies. Most of the records released 
were old Jolson records, but number 
2 was Eddie Cantor’s “If You Knew 
Susie” and “Margie” reissued from 
masters made about ten years old. 
Another Cantor reissue of the post 
World War 2 era was his twenty year 
old Victor version of “Makin’ Whoo- 
pee” and “Hungry Women” made a- 
vailable again “by request” by RCA 
Victor on Victor 24330. It was about 
1949 that the perenniel Cantor dis- 
covered young Eddie Fisher, and to 
help start him off in show business 
he arranged for a recording contract 
for the up and coming Fisher with 
RCA Victor. At this time RCA had 
just reactivated the old Bluebird 
label and Fisher cut his first records 
for Bluebird. Cantor also made a 
Bluebird record at this time and then 
went on to make a couple under the 
Victor label. Bluebird 30-0010 The Old 
Piano Roll Blues/I Never See Mag- 
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gie Alone; Victor 20-3705 I Love Her 
Oh! Oh! Oh!/Enjoy Yourself; Victor 
20-3751 (with Lisa Kirk and the 
Sammy Kaye orchestra) Juke Box 
Annie/The Old Piano Roll Blues (a 
different version than the Bluebird 
release). 

Finally we come to the 1953 re- 
lease of the “Eddie Cantor Story” by 
Warner Brothers. Capitol records re- 
leased the songs from the sound 
track of this film on Lp album L467. 
Included are these numbers: Now’s 
the Time to Fall in Love, When I’m 
the President, If You Knew Susie, 
Ida, Sweet as Apple Cider, Josephine 
Please No Lean on the Bell, Pretty 
Baby, You Must Have Been a Reau- 
tiful Baby, Yes Sir, That’s My Baby, 
Makin’ Whoopee, Ma (He’s Makin’ 
Eyes at Me). Bye Bye Blackbird, 
Margie, Row Row Row, How Ya Gon- 
na Keep Them Down on the Farm, 
One Hour With You. 

This is a fine album and anyone 
who likes Eddie Cantor should own 
it. Let us hope that he continues to 
make people laugh for many years to 
come.

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Gilding and Bronzing 


By MARK TAYNTON 


Ordinarily old frames need but a 
touch of bronzing liquid here and 
there where chips have been knocked 
off, exposing plaster. If a bit of Van 
Dyke Brown or other suitable color is 
mixed with the bronzing liquid, the 
retouching will probably not be no- 
ticed. 

If, however, material portions of 
the plaster have to be replaced, the 
frame may need to be regilded. In 
this event there are in general three 
methods in common use for gilding 
and bronzing; bronzing paint, bur- 
nish-gilding, and gilding. 

Bronze paint is simply a bronze 
powder made from various metals 
to simulate gold, mixed with a 
vehicle such as banana oil or modern 
lacquer, and painted and_ sprayed 
over a suitably prepared surface. 
(Usually shellac is used to fill the 
pores of underlying surfaces). 
Bronze is simple to apply, and rela- 
tively cheap, but its resemblance to 
gold is not too close. In the hands 
of a good workman, and with a finish- 
ing glaze it may be made to look 


like old gold surfaces, but burnish 
gilding, or gilding itself results in 
a more attractive appearance. 

An improvement over bronze paint- 
ing is to apnlv a varnish size such as is 
sometimes used for gold leaf, and 
then dust on bronze powder when the 
varnish becomes tacky. (A _ fine 
haired brush may be used to apply 
the bronze, and when dry the excess 
bronze may be shaken off to be used 
again). 

Burnish-gilding, and gilding both 
require a number of under eoats 
in preparation for the burnish pow- 
der or gold leaf the exact proportions 
of which apparently depend upon the 
materials used and the skill of the 
workmen who handle them. The fol- 
lowing formulas are from an old book 
on gilding, and are given as a basis 
for experiment, and to illustrate the 
principles involved. 

Four general types of coats are 
applied, one after the other. each 
weaker in glue strength than the pre- 
ceding, to prevent top coats from 
cracking and peeling off. The first

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coat is a glue size to anchor the 
finish to the wood. The second coat 
is a white coat containing whiting, 
used to smooth out, or shape the sur- 
face, and to serve as a foundation 
for the gilders clay. The third coat 
is a very soft and smooth clay, 
whose subsequent shaping with the 
agate burnishing tool produces the 
“burnish”, and the fourth coat is 
a size coat either containing bronze 
for gilding, or applied to accept the 
gold leaf. The proportions used in 
the various coats and the methods of 
application are about as follows: 

(A) Glue Stock: 1 oz. ground rab- 
bit-skin glue, soaked over night in 
enough water to cover. then melted 
in a double boiler. (Never heat any 
of the following solutions over direct 
heat). Used in mixing the following: 

(B) Glue Size: 1 part stock to 8 
parts water. Apply hot, with brush. 
(Test before applying. If it cracks 
or peels off it should be thinned 
slightly). One coat, and let dry. 

(C) White coat, 2 parts stock, 7 
parts water, 4 parts whiting. Add 2 
teaspoonfuls linseed oil per quart, and 
apply warm, from one to four coats, 
drying after each. These coats may 
be textured stippled or smoothed, as 
desired, 

(D) Gilders’ clay: 1 part clay, 3 
part water, 1 part Glue size (B) 
above. Add 1 part alcohol. If it froths 
when applied, add more alcohol. Ap- 
ply warm, two coats, drying after 


each. 

(E) Gilding size: 1 part alcohol, 1 
part glue size (B) above, 6 parts 
water. Mix with 1 part burnish pow- 
der and apply in two coats with a 
couple of hours drying time between. 
It should be burnished as soon as 
it is dry as if you wait too long the 
clay becomes hard and will not bur- 
nish properly. (Lightly brushing with 
a waxed cloth will sometimes aid 
in burnishing. The most satisfactory 
burnishing tool is a piece of agate, 
mounted in a handle and made spe- 
cially for the purpose). 

Gilding requires much the same 
preparation as for  burnish-gilding, 
but the clay coat instead of being 
coated with a glue size containing 
bronze, is simply coated with a glue 
size and allowed to dry. (The 
strengths of the various under coats 
might be about as follows, with re- 
spect to glue: A glue size of 1 part 
stock to 3 parts of water is used for 
the first coat, and thinned down to 
¥% strength for the whiting coat, 
¥z strength for the burnish clay coat, 
and 1/5 strength for the gilders’ 
size). 

Application of gold leaf is usu- 
ally with a gilders’ tip—a long haired 
and wide but thin brush — brushed 
over your hair each time you wish 
to pick up a piece of leaf. The gold 
leaf comes in thin and very light 
sheets, interspersed between sheets 
of tissue, in “books”, and is not so 
expensive as one might think. There 
are several kinds of metal leaf, as

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well as gold, such as aluminum, sil- 
ver, and an imitation gold made of 
“Dutch metal’, and there is a pat- 
ent gold leaf affixed to tissue paper, 
making it much easier to apply than 
with a gilders’ tip. 


When the glue size applied to the 
gilders’ clay is dry, moisten a small 
space with a camel]’s hair brush, with 
a solution of 1 part of aleohol and 2 
parts water, and lay the leaf directly 
on it, using the gilders’ tip very 
gently to avoid touching the wet 
surface with anything but the leaf. 
Avoid touching any object with the 
fingers that must come in contact 
with gold leaf also, as even a slight 
oil or grease will ruin its adherence. 


It is hardly necessary to burnish 
gold leaf with the burnisher, though 
it is done on occasion. 

A common practice is to gild the 
high points of a frame, and use bur- 
nish powder or a closely matching 
bronze on the balance, where it 
would normally be dull. 


It is a good plan to coat the frame 
when finished gilding, with a very 
thin coat of shellac, or lacquer, to 
protect the burnish gilt, and per- 
haps the leaf, although leaf hardly 
needs such protection. The frame may 
then be toned, or glazed. This con- 
sists of applying a very thin color 
(vainters’ tube colors mixed with 
turpentine to the consistency of 
stain) and then rubbing off most of 
it with a clean rag, leaving the 
glaze in low spots and interstices to 
resemble the effect of age, as well 
to color the gold to suit the color 
of the picture. 


There may be considerable lati- 
tude in the various mixtures used 
for undercoats, and as the result 
to be achieved is artistic rather than 
technical excellence it probably 
doesn’t make much diflerence how 
perfect you are. If you don’t get 
on enough gold to cover, some of 
the red clay shows through, and if 
your glaze isn’t right the first time, 
you simply mop on more of a differ- 
ent color. 


If you wish to try them, some of 
our modern water paints, used thick 
as they come from the can, are pret- 
ty good gessos to use instead of the 
whiting mixture given above, and 
may be textured with brush, comb, 
or stippled just as well. For a good 
smooth burnish, however, there is 
nothing that seems to equal burnish 
clay, or gold leaf applied in the same 
way it has been used for centuries. 

A word with respect to materials. 
Whiting is a common material avail- 
able in any paint store. Rabbit skin 
glue is an artist’s material, and is 
available in artists’ supply stores. 
It might be safe to substitute a good 
grade of cabinet makers’ glue (not 
casein glue), but the strengths in 
the various coats should be appor- 
tioned so that if a different kind of 
glue is used as a size for leaf, for 
example, there will be no danger of 
peeling.

NOTES ON 
OLD LACE 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


SPANISH LACE 

Spain has always been a lace-wear- 
ing country, but never produced it in 
any great quantities. 

During the 16th century when 
Flanders was Spanish property, the 
Spaniards learned the art of making 
bobbin laces, and twisting and plait- 
ing gold tnreads. ‘ 

The Spanish signora wore a white 
lace mantilla made of heavy silk em- 
broidery on net, or a heavy bobbin 
lace with a net ground. The black 
mantilla, and the lace flounces on 
skirts of satin were of heavy lace. 
The simple mantilla was silk with 
flounces of hand-made lace around 
the edge. ; 

In 1623 Philip III, required the 
wearing of simple rebatos with no 
cut-work or lace for men, and gold 
and silver lace was prohibited. 

By 1667 thread lace was imported 
into Spain from France and Flan- 
ders, and the duty was raised. 

Spain had long been famous for 
elegant fabrics. The most popular 
gold and silver laces were made at 
Scville, Barcelona ana Valencia. Silk 
Blonde lace was niade at Catalonia 
and Barcelona, but was not as daura- 
ble as that made at Bayeux of Chan- 
lilly.

expulsion in 1492, the manufactur- 
ing declined, These were then im- 
ported from Italy and Flanders until 
prohibited by law, except for rell- 
gious purposes. 

The custom of trimming coffins with 
lace had prevailed for hundreds of 
years in Spain and Portugal. The 
coffins were generally blue, pink or 
white and overlaid with gold and sil- 


ver lace. 
IRISH LACE 

Ireland passed through various 
stages of lace-making, and about the 
middle of the 18th century was mak- 
ing excellent imitations of Brussels 
lace. Bone lace was also made and 
gold and silver in limited quanti- 
ties. 

Flax was grown in Ireland and 
the spinning of thread was popular. 
The choicest lace was made at 
Younghal, and called Irish Point. It 
was made solely with the needle, the 
sprigs being united by needle-made 
bars. In Kenmare County Kerry 
much fine lace was made with flax 
thread at the convent. 

At New Ross the imitation of old 
Venetian Point was made, and the 
heavy old Rose Point cleverly copied. 

Carrickamacross Lace was made 
in Guipure and applied patterns, the 
Guipure being cut-work on fine lawn 
in which the pattern was traced and 
worked around. Bits of fabric were 
cut away and the spaces filled in 
with stitched work. 

Limerick Lace was a combination 
of cut-work and embroidery and had 
been made since 1829. There were 
three styles, the best being Tambour 
in which patterns were embroid- 
ered on machine-made net. 

Run Lace, in which the patterns 
were run with a heavy thread into 
coarse net was revived. 

Applique was a fine cambric laid 
over lace with the design stitched 
down and the background cut away 
to show the lace net. 

About the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury Ireland giuined success in both 
needle and bobbin laces, as well as 
that crocheted in patterns with 
threads of cream or white, knotted 
or raised Guipure in Greek and Span- 
ish patterns,

Hindu Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


The Hindu Bank, No. 35 in our numerical classifi- 
cation, brings us to another group of mechanical banks. 
This group is the head or bust type of mechanical bank 
and the Hindu is the first of its type to be written up in 
the articles. 

The bust group is quite interesting and very differ- 
ent than the other mechanical banks. In this group are 
the Jolly Nigger, Bill E. Grin, Humpty Dumpty, Uncle 
Tom, and a number of the English banks including Aunt 
Dinah. Most of these b2nks roll their eyes and move their 
tongues. In addition some have an arm and hand extended 
to receive the coin. Also in most cases the coin enters 
the bank through the mouth. 

The Hindu is the most desirab!e and one of the rarest 
of the bust group. It was patented January 24, 1882 under 
Patent No. 252,607 by Louis Kyser and Alfred C. Rex of 





Philadelphia, Pa. It was also manufactured by their con- 
cern, the Kyser & Kex Manufacturing Company. It’s 
interesting to note that the bank varies a bit from the 
mechanism as covered by the patent papers, however, the 
general idea is about the same. Also of interest is the 
fact that the same patent papers were used to cover both 
types of the Uncle Tom. Bank. These two banks are quite 
different as to mechanism in that one sticks his tongue 
out to receive the coin while the eyes roll upward, and 
in the other the coin is placed on the tongue inside the 
mouth and the eyes roll downward. Then too, of course, 
one has coat lapels with the name ‘Uncle’ on one lapel 
and ‘Tom’ on the other. 


Apparently the Hindu Bank was made by utilizing 
the pattern of the Uncle Tom Bank without coat lapels, 
the turban and fez being added tc the pattern with other 
minor changes. We can safely assume that Uncle Tom 
was made before the Hindu as the sketch of the bank in 
the patent papers does not show any kind of hat or head 
gear. 

The bank shown ‘was recently obtained by the writer 
through the good help of a stamp collector, Mr. Chas. 
Pfahl of Akron, Ohio. He in turn had purchased it from 
on antique picker who had found the bank locally in a 

ome. ‘ 


The paint is in good condition for this particular 
bank even though, as can be seen in the picture, it is 
rather worn on the cheeks, nose and chin. Apparently 
this type of bank was subject to rough play and tossed 
into toy boxes and the like. It is not easily broken as is 
the case with many of the banks and, therefore, the 
paint got the worst of it. The bank is very colorful and 
painted as follows: The jacket is red with yellow striping 
and the tie is yellow with red dots. His face is white 
with red lips and tongue, and his turban blue with a yel- 
low tassel. His eyes are grey with black pupils. 

The specimen pictured is all original with the excep- 
tion of the base plate. Fortunately this is not too import- 
ant as the plate is practically the same as that on the 
Uncle Tom Bank and not too difficult to obtain. The same 
lock type coin trap with the initials ‘U. T.’ used on the 
Uncle Tom Bank is also used on the Hindu, and the 
writer had a spare original trap which was utilized. 


The bank operates as follows: A coin is placed in 
the mouth to partially rest on the tongue. Then a lever 
in the back of the head is pressed down and the tongue 
swings back dropping the coin into the bank. The eyes 
meantime roll downward. Releasing the lever returns 
the eyes and tongue to their original position. Coins are 
removed by means of the key locking coin trap in the 
base plate. 


The Hindu is a nice little mechanical bank and a fine 
addition to any collection. They don’t turn up very often 
and trying to find one can be a real problem.

From Banking to Bell-Making 


For twenty years Evangeline Al- 
drich was secretary to an executive 
of the Citizens Bank of Los Angeles. 
But her heart just wasn’t in bank- 
ing. She longed for a little business 
of her own. Just what sort of busi- 
ness she couldn’t quite decide. 

Then, quite suddenly, one day in 
1945 when Miss Aldrich was having 
lunch with her friend, Mae Franklyn, 
the answer came. 

Mae Franklyn was at the time 
buyer for the gift department of 
Bullock’s Department Store in Los 
Angeles. But on that day she did 
not have her buying problems on 
her mind. She was thinking of bells. 

Most popular of the items in Bul- 
lock’s gift line were miniature rep- 
licas of the mission bells used as 
markers of California’s famous El 
Camino Real (The King’s Highway), 
which had been designed and were 
being made by Mrs. A. §. C. Forbes, 
one of the leaders in the work of re- 
discovering and restoring that histor- 
ic old road. An order for a consign- 
ment of Mrs. Forbes’ miniature mis- 
sion bells was the very first which 
Mae Franklyn wrote when she en- 
tered the department as a buyer. 

During the war, because of the 
difficulty of coping with war re- 
strictions on necessary metals, Mrs. 
Forbes had been practically obliged 
to close down her plant. Now metals 
were to be released for other than 
war uses, and Mrs. Forbes, who bad 
reached the ripe age of eighty-eighr, 
eer decided to sell her business and 
retire,

“But,” declared Mae Franklyn to 
Evangeline Aldrich, ‘‘she won’t sell 
to a man — only to ‘a woman. She 
has strong feelings on the matter, 
and” - Mae Franklyn broke off sud- 
denly and abruptly asked, “What are 
you thinking?” 


“I’m thinking,” answered Evan- 
geline Aldrich, “that I’m on the brink 
of giving up banking and embarking 
on a career as a manufacturer of 
bells. Will you please take me at 
once to call on this Mrs. Forbes?” 
Thus it came about that Evangeline 
Aldrich bought the California Bell 
Company of Alhambra, a suburb of 
Los Angeles, and found herself 
launched in a business for which she 
had had no preparation whatever — 
unless you could call preparation a 
love of music, some early lessons on 
the violin and the desire for a bus- 
iness of her own. Mae Franklyn 
promptly joined her in the enter- 
prise - at first as a silent partner. 
but later as a working associate to 
handle the stock and the buying and 
sales end. 


Evangeline Aldrich is in charge of 
the production end of the business. 
When you visit the plant, you are 
likely to find her bent over a draw- 
ing board working on new designs 
and detail drawings for bells of many 
types. These drawings must show 
exact thicknesses of all parts of the 
bells for the reason that this affects 
the quality of the tone when the bell 
is struck. Wooden master models are 
then made, and finally a silver mo- 
del from these detail drawings. In 
production, Miss Aldrich thus handa- 
les the making of the firm’s bells 
from drawing board to the choice of 
bell-mctal stock made of copper, tin, 
zinc, brass and lead, and the final 
chemical aging of the tooled and pol- 
ished cells to the desired colors of 
dark or light greens, brasses, light 
and dark bronzes. 


Today, after nearly ten years of 
making bells, the Misses Aldrich and 


Franklyn are going strong as bell 
manufacturers in their neat, mod- 
ern factory, storage and salesrooms, 
an] display office at 708 South Mar- 
engo Street in Alhambra, Calif. They 
are swamped with orders from Lake 
Winnepeg to the Mexican border - 
and even from Mexico, despite the 
fact that Mexico is well supplied 
with bells, most of which were made 
in Spain some 400 years ago. Bus- 
iness has increased so fast that the 
rroprietors have had to farm out the 
casting of bells to a nearby foundry. 


I found Evangeline Aldrich work- 
ing at the foundry, helping three 
workmen pour molten metal into 
heavy bell mold boxes. It was a big, 
dusty room full of cranes and heaps 
of pig metal with boxes of sand for 
molding permeated by the smell of 
heat and fire. 


She rose to meet me, holding out 
a strong hand. “Glad to see you. 
Hope you’ll excuse these overalls. But 
it’s no use coming down here to help 
cast in office clothes.” 


We stood aside as the men worked 
a heavy ladle along and poured the 
molten metal into the casting boxes. 
Miss Aldrich pointed to several large 
bells that had been broken out of the 
molds, sand still clinging to them. 


“T hurt my back the other day help- 
ing the men move those bells around. 
Had to go to the doctor to get the 
crick out,” she explained with a wry 
grin. “You’ll have to admit that de-

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signing bells and ladeling out molten 
metal is a long way from handling 
mortgages and bank accounts for a 
bank official.” 

Back in the svic-and-span high- 
ceilinged display room Miss Aldrich 
showed me samples of some 180 types 
of bells made by the company. They 
are arranged on shelves, tables, hang- 
ing, in boxes. She rang them with 
hammers, little gongs, wooden mal- 
lets, or thumped them with her finger 
nails, bringing forth a great variety 
of melodious tones ranging from a 
delicate chime to a deep, throaty, 
long drawn-out knell that sounded 
as if it came from a church steeple. 

“This 450-pound steeple bell is the 
largest item we make,” explained 
Miss Aldrich as she took us to a table 
loaded with a trio of the dark bronz- 
ed monsters. “And this,” she picked 
up a tiny two-ounce number, “is our 
smallest — just a little remember-me 
souvenir.” 

Perhaps Miss Aldrich is proudest 
of her display of the miniatures of 
the bells of the twenty-one old Span- 
ish missions locatel at intervals 
along California’s El Camino Real. 
Each mission cast its own bells or 
brought them from Snain, and nemed 
them after the mission from which 
they were desis=ned. 

Pausing in an arched doorway and 





blowing gently upon a string of five 
little bells, Miss Aldrich said, “These 
we call ‘Zephyr’ bells because they 
give out a tone when stirred by a 
breeze. They responded with the 
sweet, eerie melody that makes them 
popular for hanging in a window ora 
patio doorway. She picked up a pair 
of calipers for measuring thicknesses 
of belt bowls and passed them around 
the bowl of a mission bell. “This,” 
she explained, “is one of our special 
problems — checking the bowls to see 
that they are the same thickness all 
around. If they are thick here and 
thin there. it affects the tone. The 
metal can be tooled or ground down. 
Sometimes there may be a little 
shrinkage in the sand mold into which 
the metal is poured.” 

Displays of bells manufactured in 
this plant are to be seen in many 
department stores of the United 
States and Canada. — . 

“The most exciting experience 
we’ve had since taking over the bus- 
iness,” declared Evangeline Aldrich, 
“was provided by the Heart’s Desire 
bell. A few years ago on the radio 
program, ‘Heert’s Desire,’ the Col- 
umbus Community church of Grand 
Junction. Colo.. brosdeast that the de- 
sire of its members was for a big 
hell to grace the church steeple. The 
Mutual radio program producer out 
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in Hollywood got in touch with me 
and ordered our very largest church 
bell. The next day he broadcast across 
the United States to the radio 
audience the story that the heart’s 
desire of the Columbus Community 
Church was a steeple bell, and asked 
his listeners to help defrav the cost 
of the bell by sending in just one 
penny each for the church-bell fund. 
Over 39,746 letters came in with pen- 
nies and currency in larger denomina- 
tions, in all over $600, more than en- 
ough to pay for the bell. Contribu- 
tions came in from people of thirty 
religious denominations, and even 
from persons who explained that al- 
though they had no religious affilia- 
tions, they wanted to help put that 
church bell in the steeple of the Col- 
umbus Community Church.” 

There was a catch in Miss Aldrich’s 
voice as she told how some persons 
were so anxious to help buy the bell 
that theygsent in pennies in the 
names of their pet dogs and cats. 
Sunday school classes sent in collec- 
tions. In one New Jersey orphanage, 
the small boys went ‘without ice 
cream cones for a week so they could 
make a contribution, which came in 
the form of a crumpled five-dollar 
bill. 

Miss Aldrich and her partner are 
so proud of the experience of the 
Heart’s Desire bell that they have a 
photographic display around the main 
salesroom wall made up of photo- 
graphs showin the presentation of 
the bell to the church, the party that 
the Mutual Broadcasting Company 
gave later at the California Bell Com- 
pany plant, and some of the famous 
personalities present. 

The bell business would grow even 
faster if Miss Aldrich cared to ex- 
pand at an accelerated pace, but she 
doesn’t. She wants to keep the busi- 
ness healthy — and not too large. 

“If the business gets too big, I'll 
not have fun any more,” she says. 
“Now we have lots of orders, but we 
aren’t really deluged. We have fun 
and punch no time clock.” 

She glanced around the display of 
bells, and then she said, “I think there 
is plenty of business the way things 


are.

What Is the Value of My Clock? 


During the several years that I 
have been writing articles for this 
department, I have tried conscient- 
iously to answer all inquiries .that 
have come to me. I have said many 
times that it gives me pleasure to 
give information to people who re- 
quest it. There is however one ques- 
tion that I am not in position to 
answer and unfortunately that ques- 
tion is the one most frequently asked 
of me. The following quotation re- 
ceived recently is a good example: “I 
have an old Seth Thomas clock that 
was owned by my grandfather and 
he was seventy-two years old when 
he died several years ago. What is 
this clock worth?” 

I would indeed be a miracle man 
if I could give an intelligent answer 
to such a question. I can explain pa- 
tiently that clocks bearing the name 
of Seth Thomas have been made from 
approximately 1800 to the present 
day; that during that period Seth 
Thomas clocks were made by hun- 
dreds of thousands in literally thou- 
sands of different shapes, sizes and 
designs, but I cannot answer the 
question. Some of the older Seth 
Thomas clocks are valuable as col- 
lectors’ items; the great majority 
are of only ordinary value or are 
worthless. 

The matter of appraising the value 
of old clocks is precarious and I have 
avoided it. There is no safe formula 
to use in appraising antiaues of any 
kind. Their value is not intrinsic as a 
loaf of bread or a piece of modern 
furniture. The value is sentimental 
and there is no criteria to measure 
sentimentality. This leads to the in- 
evitable conclusion: “An antique is 
worth exactly what someone is will- 
ing to pay for it; no more and no 
less.” : 

I am continually confronted with 
this statement: “Some years ago, 
I was told that this item was 
worth ... dollars.” To me, this 
is tragedy, for the item in 
question has no such value at all. 
It is my considered opinion 
that far too many people, ‘without 
qualifications, make careless state- 
ments about the value of antiques

and unfortunately countless other 
people are misled by such statements. 

My library on antiques, and parti- 
cularly the specialized subject of old 
timepieces, is considerable. These 
books cover many phases of the in- 
tricate subject such as names and his- 
tories of makers on a_ worldwide 
basis, peculiarities of design and be- 
wildering mechanical detail. There is 
a wealth of interesting and informa- 
tive information in this library but 
there is not a single item in any of 
the books that mentions the present 
market value of an old clock or watch. 

Please do not ask me to make ap- 
praisals. There are professionals who 
will appraise antiques fora fee. I am 
not one of them. Old clocks and 
watches are my hobby. I want to keep 
it that way. 

I do not mean this to discourage 
correspondence. It is a pleasure to 
hear from all of the readers of this 
magazine. I do however get a feel; 
ing of futility when I am continually 
asked questions that are impossible 
to answer. 








ILLUSTRATION NO, 1 shows a fine 
table clock that arrived recently from 
Europe. It is the first old ciock of this 
type to come into my collection and I 
am, I believe, justifiably proud of it. 

The wase of this old clock is solid, 
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heavy brass, and is four and one-quart- 
er inches square and only three and 
one-half inches high, including the feet 
that it stands on. The top plate only 
is engraved. The chapter ring, set on 
the top, is porcelain. The one hand is 
not original. All of the remainder of 
the clock is undoubtedly original. 

The movement of this clock is a me- 
chanical masterpiece. It can be lifted 
entirely out of the case by removing 
only two small screws, making it very 
easy to examine, 

The table clock is generally iconsidered 
to be a transition piece, It was, in all 
probability, the first domestic clock. 
From this point, clocks were made larg- 
er and vertical, while horizontal move- 
ments became smaller until the watch 
became a reality. 

With this background, it is not sur- 
prising that the table clock shows char- 
acteristics of both clocks and watches. 
gears and pinions are of the very finest 
and resemble those in a watch more so 
than clock parts. : 

There are two full gear trains in this 
clock and a partial train. All three are 
powered by springs. The time train is 
fusee compensated and the fusee chain 
is original. The striking train does not 
have a fusee, which would of course be 
unnecessary. There is an alarm ar- 
rangement powered by its own spring. 

The escapement is crown wheel and 
verge, of course controlled by a large 
balance wheel and hair spring. The bal- 
ance wheel is on the bottom plate of the 
movement and is fully ‘covered by a 
lovely pierced and footed balance cock. 

The striking train is controlled by a 
rack and snail. The clock strikes the 
hours and repeats the hours when a 
small button on the top plate is pushed 


over. 

The bell is at the bottom and hinged 
to the case. It is held in place by a 
sliding catch. The bell section must be 
released and swung outward to wind the 
clock. Three winding posts are under the 
bell. 

There are two hammers on the lower 
movement plate, both of them striking 
on the one bell, One hammer strikes 
and repeats the hours and the other is 
the alarm hammer. 

This clock was made by Mauer of 
Berlin, and his signature is engraved on 
the lower plate. Baillie lists a Mauer of 
Berlin with no data and a single date 
of 1780. This clock is definitely earlier 
than that date; most probably 1750 or 
even earlier. 


ILLUSTRAT'!ON NO. 2 shows a most 
unusual combination of a clock in an 
oil painting. The painting and gold leaf 
frame is thirty inches long by twenty 
inches high. The clock in the church 
steeple is a real clock and the windmill 
at the right turns as the clock runs. 
This feature is unusual. : 

Behind the clock face there is a thirty- 
hour wood plate movement. The_ clock 
strikes the hours, The windmill is op- 
erated by a silk cord belt from a pulley 
on the escape wheel arbor of the clock 
movement. The effect is both quaint 
and interesting. ’ 

Both of these clocks are unique and 
I am very pleased to be able to display 
them here.

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Scale Model Trains 
Hobby of Navy Man 


The lights burned late into the 
night in a home on the Puget Sound 
in Tacoma, Wash., in 1920 as a 12- 
year-old boy pored over the pages 
of Grimshaw’s manual for railroad 





engineers, the “Locomotive Cate- 
chism.” 

Little did the boy dream that some 
twenty-five years later as a prisoner 
of war in Japan h~ was to recall 


the principles in Grimshaw to repair

An amateur artist, the captain painted the ship’s 


a steam locomotive built in Sweden 
long before he was born. 

Today he is a Navy captain, Capt. 
Willard C. Johnson, SC, USN, exe- 
cutive officer of the Norfolk Naval 
Supply Center and a nationally 
recognized authority on the history 
of railroading. 

The genial and versatile supply of- 
ficer’s collection of model railroad 
engines and cars which is valued at 
several thousand dollars, his library 
of rare books on the development of 
railroading, and his comprehensive 
knowledge of the history of the 
world’s railroads have brought him 
‘eognition in this field both here 
and abroad. 

A member of the American Model 
Railroad Association, the National 
Railway Historical Society and the 
Metropolitan Society of Model En- 
sineers, Washington, D. C., Capt. 
Johnson is in continual demand as a 
speaker before civic and fraternal 
groups. 

A prisoner of war in Japan for 
three vears after his capture on Cor- 
regidor. Capt. Johnson acquired some 
of his knowledge of Japanese rail- 
rosding firsthand, 

Supply officer aboard the USS 
CANOPUS, he helped scuttle his 
ship after the defense of Manila, Ba- 
taan, and Corregidor, to prevent her 
falling into enemy hands in March, 
1942. Joining General Jonathan 
Wainwright and his Army defend- 
ers on Corregidor, he served as one 
of the general’s runners during two 
months of fighting. He was among 
the survivors taken prisoner of war 
in May, 1942. 

Capt. Johnson was first held cap- 
tive in Bilibid Prison at Manila. La- 
ter he was transferred to Kobe, 
Japan, and finally to Zentsuji Pri- 
son on Shikoku. 

On Kobe he was assigned to work 
a party of British prisoners at a 
large classification yard at Minato- 
gawa where railroad cars were sor- 
ted out and trains were made up 
and broken up. 

“At that time the Japanese were 
using young, inexperienced Japan- 
ese civilians to run their railroads,” 
the captain recalls. “The locomotive 
we had to work with was an 1879 
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Swedish-built engine which was a 
particularly hard one to fire. 
“In order to keep myself and my fel- 
low prisoners from being blown sky 
high, I repaired the old locomotive 
at night when the fires were banked 
by putting new stay bolts in the 
crown sheet of the boiler.” 

To repair the 66-year-old locomo- 
tive, Capt. Johnson recalled the text 
of Grimshaw’s “Locomotive Cate- 
chism” with which he had familiar- 
ized himself as a boy. 

While in the Zentsuji prison camp, 
the captain organized an “Arm- 
chair Model Railroad Club.” Made 
up of British, New Zealand, Dutch 
and American prisoners, the club 
held regular meetings to discuss mo- 
del railroading. The captain still 
hears from some of the club’s fifty 
members. 

Released from prison in 1945 at 
the end of the war, after recupera- 
tion leave, Captain Johnson resumed 
his naval career and continued his 
interest in railroading, 

Only a fraction of the captain’s 
large collection of model railroad en- 
gines and cars is on display at his 
quarters at the Naval Base. 

“T have from 200 to 300 engines, 
some of which I have made myself,” 
he estimated, “and the railroad cars 
are legion.” 

Using locomotive plans found in 
various books in his railroad library, 
Capt. Johnson makes models of 19th 
and early 20th centurv locomotives, 
complete in every detail. 

“One of my oldest source books 
is an 1842 edition of Lardner’s ‘On 
the Steam Engine.’ Another which 
I prize highly is ‘The American Rail- 
way’ published in 1892 and illustra- 
ted with woodcuts.” 

The oldest train in the captain’s 
collection is an Ives Clockwork Floor 
Train made in Bridgeport, Conn., in 
1869. His oldest toy train on dis- 
play in Norfolk is one of German 
manufacture, made by Marklin at 
Gottingen in 1896. This is a minia- 
ture coal burning locomotive which 
pulls a mixed train of four cars: a 
low-sided wagon, a closed van, a 
stock car and a passenger car. 

“Toy trains such as this one,” the 
captain smiled, “are for youngsters 
to play with. What we call scale 
model trains are for oldsters to play 
with.” 

The current project underway in 
the Johnsons’ den is a replica of the 
“Charles Dickens,” a locomotive 
built, or “outshopped” as railroaders 
term it, from Crewe, England, in 
1882. The original locomotive was of 
the “Precedent” class. 

A recent addition to his collection 
is a scale model of an old-fashioned 
Scotch engine from the Caledonian 
Railway which the captain made 
down to the smallest detail. Painted 
according to the original specifica- 
tions, the engine is a bright delphi- 
nium blue lined with black and picked 
out with white, The original Cale- 
donian Railway ran in Scotland be- 
fore World War I. 

The captain fashions boilers for 
his miniature locomotives from 
empty juice cans. Boiler fitting takes 
a complete evening of work. The 
remaining parts he cuts from scraps 
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Japanese Switch Engine 
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of metal. All parts are soldered 
or put together with tiny rivets. 
Small lamps, whistles and similar 
accessories are purchased from 
manufacturers abroad. 

Although a few of his models run 
by steam produced by an alcohol 
burning lamp or are powered by 
clockwork, most of his engines run 
by electricity. On the counter of a 
large cabinet packed full of tratn 
models and accessories is a test track 
which is generally in use. 

Among the captain’s train acces-

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sories is a foot high Lionel railroad 
bridge, now a collector’s item. Stan- 
dard gauge, it was manufactured in 
1925-26. He also has on display a 
few of old semaphore signals manu- 
factured by the Bing Brothers of 
Nuremburg, Germany. 

Captain Johnson comes by his in- 
terest in railroading naturally. 

“Five of my grand uncles on my 
mother’s side,” he said, “were con- 
nected with the Iowa Central, Nor- 
thern Pacific, and Minneapolis-St. 
Louis lines. 

“As long as I can remember, I have 
built model engines and collected 
them too.” 

Eventually he expects to give his 
railroad collection to a museum. 

“My railroad engines and cars 
have never been exhibited,” he said, 
“but part of a collection of model 
ships which I made with a friend is 
on exhibit at the Maritime Hall of 
the State Historical Building in Ta- 
coma, Wash.” 

While he was a student at the 
University of Washington, he and 
his friend built 115 model ships trac- 
ing the growth of inland steamboat- 
ing on*the Puget Sound. They pre- 
sented the collection to Tacoma where 
fifty of them are on permanent dis- 
play. 

In addition to his railroading hob- 
by, Captain Johnson finds time to 
paint in oils and watercolor. His 
watercolor of the CANOPUS at an- 
chor in Tsingtao Harbor won first 
prize in the amateur class in the 
1952 Sea and Shore exhibit at the 
Norfolk Museum of Arts and Scien- 
ces. 

A native of Tacoma and a graduate 
of the University of Washington 
School of Foreign Trade, Maritime 
Commerce and Railway Transporta- 
tion, the captain speaks, reads, and 
writes, Russian, Spanish, and Hawai- 
ian. His knowledge of German is 
good enough for him to read and 
understand technical German cata- 
logs on railroading and transporta- 
tion, and he can also read and un- 
derstand some Chinese and Japanese. 

He kas been executive officer of 
the Norfolk Naval Supply Center 
since June, 1952.

of peculating poverty a Pelion of 
reckless exaggeration and prepos- 
terously bombastic and unintelligible 
assertion and description, specially 
prepared and published to distract 
critical attention and swamp both 
eye and mind in ‘confusion worse con- 
founded.’ Despite the dictum to the 
contrary, fools do not learn from ex- 
perience, and are still floating sim- 
ilar ventures, whose fate will logi- 
cally be the same. In the words of 
Patrick Henry again: ‘Trust them 
not, sir! They will prove a snare to 
your feet.’” 

Another important fact of the times 
that the show dealt with on the edi- 
torial page of their publication was 
the matter of the 50-cent circus tick- 
et. The Adam Forepaugh and Sells 
Brothers Circus was definite in stat- 
ing that their reserved seats oc- 
cupied less than three-tenths of the 
total seating capacity of their big 
top and were confined to one broad 
side of the canvas only. Every other 
seat was advertised as being avail- 
able to the holder of a 50c ticket. It 
was also stressed that because of the 
enormous seating capacity of the 
huge oe tent, that it was 
very seldom necessary to use the 
end seats. “We tell you frankly that 
for fifty cents you can see just as 
much as any one under the canvas, 
and are just as much entitled to, .. .” 

Eye and ear-catching slogans were 
used throughout the booklet start- 
ing with the one on page two which 
advised that, “If you see it in this 
publication it’s so.” This slogan in 
turn was followed by many others— 
“We produce only those things fit 
to show,” “The billboards back best 
describes some shows,” “Our adver- 
tisements are notes nayable on de- 
mand,” “A good name like ours soon 
becomes a household word,” “The old- 
er we get in years the stronger we 
grow in features,” “With us you get 
more than you pay for. With some 
others you get—left,” “You will no- 
tice that we don’t fear to knock out 
fraud,” “We shall come again—some 
others won’t dare to,” “When a 
show’s word isn’t worth a cent, how 
can its performances be worth 50c,” 
“All the little folks like our show. 
What a tribute to merit,” “It’s a 
mighty mean circus that would cheat 
a child,” “You may find the most 
fools where there are the fewest 
clowns,” “Empty pockets are full of 
easily cheated eyes,” “The ice trust 
wants to syndicate our 14 polar 
bears,” “Those who steal our thunder 
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may get a bad shock,” “Windy shows 
are the most apt to blow down,” and 
“Everybody understands the lan- 
guage of hearty laughter.” 


Above and beyond the circulation 
of this particular advertising bro- 
chure, the Adam Forepaugh and 
Sells Brothers Circus had even a 
better method of drawing the pub- 
lic to their canvas city. This was 
the practice of arranging with steam- 
boat and railroad lines for special 
excursion rates for all out-of-town 
patrons. For one day only, time sched- 
ules were shuffled about in order to 
bring circus fans to town in time 
to see the huge morning parade and 
the main afternoon performance. 

The daily morning free parade was 
billed as the “Monarchic Wild Beast, 
Oriental, Historic Military Pageant.” 
It was built upon two themes. The 
first theme was a reproduction of 
the court reception tendered to the 
British viceroy by the princes, po- 
tentates and chief dignitaries of In- 
dia and the ancient East. The sec- 
ond theme was the historic tribute 
to history and arms in which a mili- 
tary section, illustrating America’s 
martial progress from Bunker Hill 
to Yorktown; from Buena Vista to 
Mexico; from Lake Champlain to 
Fort Erie; from Bull’s Run to Appo- 
mattox; from San Juan to Santiago, 
“Representatives of the Heroes of 
the Revolution, of the Wars of 1812, 
1846, and of the Great Rebellion; 
Uniformed and Accoutred as 1n those 
days of ‘Old Glory’s Triumph.’” 

Afternoon and evening performan- 
ces were given at 2 and 8 P. M. Doors 
were opened for the menagerie one 
hour earlier, and in the menagerie 
one of the important drawing cards 
was the exhibition of 14 full-grown 
polar bears from the Arctic. 

The three main program features 
under the big top were centered 
around the bicycle acts of Cyclone, 
the cycle paradox; Porthos, the 
chasm-vaulting cyclist; and Diavolo, 
the cyclist who looped the loop. 

Cyclone, the cycle paradox, did his 
act inside a twelve-foot wide, high 
circular track that he called “The 
Devil’s Chimney.” The circumference 
of the chimney ran in a perfectly 
straight line from the ground to the 
top. The important feature and basic 
thrill of his act was in getting his 
start for his ride around the sides 
of the chimney without the help of 
an inclined plane at the bottom of 
the enclosed circle. Most cyclists used 
such a device to get a rising motion 
which in turn helped them get start- 
ed. Cyclone scorned all such aids. 

1904 was the first appearance of 
Porthos in America. He was under 
exclusive contract to the Adam Fore- 
paugh and Sells Brothers Circus. At 
each performance he rode his bicycle 
down a steep incline from which he 
executed a fifty-foot flight over to 
another incline. 

Diavolo had what was probably the 
most sensational act of the three. He 
rode down an incline which bent it- 
self into a huge loop. The momentum 
of coming down the incline allowed 
Diavolo to successfully loop the loop 
and then ride to safety on down the 
hippodrome track before the cheer- 
ing crowds.

Many a spoon collector who rec- 
ognizes beauty and quality in a spoon 
at sight, may pick up such a piece 
for the collection, only to find later 
that the collection contains one of a 
series. What results? It is just as 
if he or she has suddenly let a foot 
fall into quicksand. The pull is too 
great to withdraw and turn back— 
the urge to go on into this series 
keeps the collector vigilant and alert. 

Among the spoons of Mrs. Mitchell, 
of Boca Raton, Florida, are some 
individual numbers belonging to in- 
teresting series. One of these is a 
member of the “Old Masters” group. 
This series is both pictured and brief- 
ly discussed in the book, “Souvenir 
Spoons”, copyright 1891. The one in 
her collection is of Albert Durer, 
noted German painter, sculptor, de- 
signer, engraver on wood and metal. 
He lived in Nuremburg most of his 
life, going away for periods of stu- 
dy. Besides having almost unbeliev- 
able talents in the various fields of 
fine arts, Durer had also the love, 
honor, and admiration of all of the 
artists of the time. Thus his works 
were a great influence on German 
art, for he was the first in Ger- 


many who taught the rules of the. 


perspective and of the proportion of 
the human figure. He was one of the 
first to use etching, and he invented 
the method of printing woodcuts with 
two colors. It seems right that this 
versatile person—a great literary and 
religious enthusiast, as well as an 
artist—should have many a memorial 
to him. 

The “Old Masters Spoon” does him 
justice. This one is a heavy spoon 
with gold-washed bowl. The stem is 
crowned with an accurate portrait 
of Durer, every feature of the in- 
teresting face, clearly marked, even 
to the sincere expression from the 
eyes. The long hair falls about his 
shoulders, being prominent on both 
front and back of spoon. Beneath 
the figure on the crown are an owl, 
the initials, AD, and a cherub with

trumpet. Other decorations extend 
down stem. What better way could 
there be for remembering the great 
artist than through the artistic beau- 
ty of this spoon? 

Other spoons of the “Old Masters” 
group are da Vinci, Michael Angelo, 
Raphael, Rubens, and others. 

Another series, the “National Sou- 
venir Spoons” includes some well- 
known figures of American history. 
These are three in number, all made 
up similarly, the design adopted by 
tiie makers as the trade mark. These 
spoons are: Washington, Father of 
his country; Lincoln, Savior of his 
country; Grant, Defender of his coun- 
try. Mrs. Mitchell’s collection boasts 
ene of thes-, the Lincoln spoon. Upon 
the crown of the stem is Lincoln’s 
head in relief, as easily distinguish- 
able as any of the numerous familiar 
portraits. The principal work of this 
martyr is related by the two por- 
tions of the broken shackles, indi- 
eating his crowning success—the 
emancipation of the slaves. Then, 
written along the stem is the assigned 
agnomen: Savior of his Country. The 
back of this sterling spoon is quite 
plain. 

The writer has in her collection 
another of this National Series— 
the “Father of his Country”. True

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to the series, the head of Washing- 
ton in relief is on the crown of the 
stem, beneath which are the sword 
and the belt so often connected with 
this august personage. it woulu seem 
fitting that a lengthy dissertation be 
given to this “Father of his Coun- 
try” as his spoon labels him. But 
what school boy or American citi- 
zen is not already versed in both fact 
and fiction connected with him. Let 
it suffice to quote from Daniel Web- 
ster: “America has furnished to the 
world the character of Washington. 
And if our American institutions had 
done nothing else, that alone would 
have entitled them to the respect of 
mankind.” ; ’ 

The series most highly prized and 
consistantly sought for is the “Apos- 
tles Spoons.” Thirteen becomes the 
lucky number here, for to find the 
thirteenth, or Master Spoon, to ac- 
company the set of twelve Apostles 
is to gain a great victory. (The Apos- 
tles Spoons are discussed fully in an 
article published in Hobbies Maga- 
zine, January 1954, and is being men- 
tioned here only briefly, but right- 
fully, as it is such an interesting 
series). 

To own any one of either of these 
series is enough to plant a desire to 
fina the companion spoons. Such is 
the ever-present stimuli of spoon col- 
“ecting.

as a school of visual material telling 
the story of the natural environment 


and man’s cultural and social his- 
tory in regional terms, a community 
center for education, a research in- 
stitute and an information organiza- 
tion covering many fields of the arts 
and sciences. It makes progress each 
year as one of the principal science 
and technological museums of the 
world. It was one of nine museums of 
its type selected for treatment in 
a special illustrated article in Eng- 
lish and French in the publication 
Museum issued by the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization, in Paris.” 

Total visitor attendance reached 
127,815 and an increase in service 
to schools was reported with 28,418 
school children making use of the 
various museum facilities, Increased 
numbers of exhibitions were loaned 
for display purposes and there were 
75 special exhibitions during the year. 
The museum received 2,784 different 
items from 301 donors. Particularly 
valuable was the collection of sev- 
eral hundred North American bird 
and mammal study skins and several 
thousand birds’ eggs given by the 
Biology Department of the Univer- 
sity of Rochester. Dr. John R. Wil- 
liams has been re-elected chairman 
of the Museum Board of Commis- 
sioners for 1955. 





NEW GALLERIES OPEN 
AT METROPOLITAN 


Climaxing a four-year, $9,600,000 
program of reconstruction and new 
building, The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art opened thirty galleries de- 
voted to European Decorative Art 
since the Renaissance and four new 
French and English period rooms of 
tne 18th century on November 11, 
1954, 

Located on the first and ground 
floors of the three oldest wings of 
the Museum, which have been com- 
pletely reconstructed since 1950, the 
new installations restore to public 
view several thousand works of art, 
most of which have been off ex- 
hibition since World War II. Many 
distinguished examples of decorative 
art never shown before are also on 
display in modern, brilliantly lighted 
galleries.

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Novelty Action Paper Dolls 


of the last century 


By CLARA M. FAWCETT 
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Paper dolls with swinging arms 
and legs were familiar to children 
in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. Samples of those patented 
in America in 1880 are in many col- 
lections. Also the very fancy Euro- 


pean pantins of a much earlier pe- 
riod, although extremely scarce, are 
known to collectors through litera- 
ture on the subject or specimens in 
museums or in private collections. 
But the novelties in this line, such 
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as those accompanying this article, 
are almost as difficuit to find as the 
pantins. Miss Patricia Foster of Tac- 
oma, Washington, who sent us the 
original of this doll thinks it dates 
much farther back. She believes it 
to be a caricature of Jenny Lind. 
The hairdo of the doll looks like 
the hairdo of Jenny Lind, and the 
underclothes and slippers might be 
of the same period. Perhaps one of 
our readers can enlighten us. 

Movement is in the legs and eyes 
only. The flirting eyes are unusual. 
Each costume slips over the head 
of the doll by means of a strip of 
paper at the back of the neckline, the 
folded edges of which, at the left and 
right, are pasted en. 

No. 1, the Spanish costume, is 
blue. A black lace scarf covers the 
back of the head and falls over the 
shoulders, The black hair is trimmed 
with two white roses. 

No. 2, the colonial outfit with song 
beck and fan, has purple bodice and 
panniers trimmed with pink ruching 
ana bows. White lace at the neck- 
line matches a white lace cape at the 
back evidently attached to the dress. 
The yellow skirt is trimmed with 
purp.e ruching. The book has red 
binding. 

Costume No. 3 is reminiscent of 
Civil War days, when women went 
around amongst the wounded with 
comfort and cheer. The keg slung 
over the shoulder no doubt represents 
a keg of beer. The smart blue jacket

A white apron covers a 
black skirt trimmed with wide -red 
bands. White waist, black tie, brown 
purse and gold belt. 

No. 4, consists of a green skirt, 
yellow blouse, both trimmed with 
black velvet. Collar and cuffs white, 
apron white and lavender stripes. 

No. 5, consists of a pink waist and 
white skirt, the latter trimmed with 
blue and red bands; a yellow apron 
with brown dots and dashes at the 
bottom; white scarf. The collar and 
cuffs of the blouse are white and the 
bow with streamers at the waist is 
colored blue, green and red stripes 
over a white background. 

Hat No. 6 represents gray felt. 
Band and buckle are yellow, and the 
hat trimming is a black feather to 
match black curls. Cap No. 7 is all 
white. No. 8 is a red cap trimmed 
with blue flowers and black feathers. 
The hair is greyish in color. 

An item not illustrated pictures 
an old woman, a hag. The outfit ac- 
companying the figure completely 
covers the doll with the exception of 
the eyes, which are cut out under 
the rims of the glasses. In one hand 
she holds a mother cat with a bas- 
ket of kittens; in the other, a grin- 
ning dog. The face is ugly enough 
to frighten a small child. Headgear 
not shown consists of a white wig 
trimmed with forget-me-nots and 
white lace ruffling, the latter prob- 
ably supposed to represent a cap.

With the opening of these new gal- 
leries and period rooms, the Museum 
marks the completion of a building 
program providing 135 new and re- 
constructed galleries for the display 
of the collections; a modern, air-con- 
ditioned auditorium for lectures and 
concerts which seats 708 persons; 
a completely new restaurant for the 
public; a new Board Room and Ad- 
ministrative Offices. Of the total cost, 
the City of New York appropriated 
approximately $3,100,000. The re- 
maining $6,500,000 was from the Mu- 
seum’s private resources, including 
funds accumulated during and fol- 
lowing the 75th Anniversary Cam- 
paign of 1945-46. 


Visitors to the fifteen first floor 
galleries will see woodwork, furni- 
ture, tapestries and sculpture as they 
might on tour of some of the pal- 
aces, great houses and chateaux of 
Europe. Adjoining the seventeen Gal- 
leries of Medieval and Renaissance 
Art opened last February, these 
rooms will be devoted largely to the 
— arts of France and Eng- 
land. 


Four magnificent, newly installed 
period rooms are on the same floor: 
an 18th century salon from the Ho- 
tel de Tessé, Paris, one of the most 
distinguished interiors ever to leave 
France; a striking circular salon 
from an 18th century house at Bor- 
deaux; a mirrored boudoir from the 
famed Hotel de Crillon in Paris, 
also of the 18th century; and the 
dining room from Lansdowne House, 
London, built between 1765 and 1768 
after designs by the noted architect 
Robert Adam, for the Earl of Shel- 
burne, later first Marquis of Lans- 
downe.

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Armor and Buttons 


The John Woodman Higgins Ar- 
mory, in Worcester, Massachusetts, 
contains the world’s largest private 
collection of armor and weapons. 
Founded in 1928, it was created by 
John Woodman Higgins, founder and 
former president (now Chairman of 
the Board) of the Worcester Pressed 
Steel Company. 

“The museum exhibits, in chron- 
ological order, the products and im- 
plements of the ages, from all times 
and places—the Stone, Bronze and 
Iron Ages, and now our dawning

Steel Alloy Age,—for comparison, for 
vocational guidance, for stimulating 
modern craftsmanship in Functional 
Art, and for recognizing each one’s 
contribution to our completed prod- 
ucts.”’* 

Here, iron and steel are shown in 
every conceivable form, from mete- 
orites and natural ores to the finest 
hand-craftsmanship of the medieval 
armorers, and thence to the precision 
instruments and complex technical 
achievements of today. Exhibits are 
clearly labelled and described, so that

they form a fascinating record of 
continuous importance: historie, ar- 
tistic and scientific. 

Last Fall, the Worcester Button 
Club was invited to show an exhibit 
of steel and “related” buttons at the 
Armory. A representative group, con- 
sisting of different types of steel but- 
tons, a few other metal buttons (for 
contrast), steel “combinations,” and 
buttons featuring armor and weap- 
ons, was on display at the Armory 
for two months, Since an average of 
more than two thousand people per 
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month visit the Armory, it is prob- 
able that at least a few of them no- 
ticed the buttons—and may even have 
been encouraged to join the ranks 
of the Button Collectors! And while 
buttons might be considered rather 
“small potatoes” in comparison with 
armor, it is rewarding to note their 
relationship, and to observe again 
how one hobby leads to others, cre- 
ating an ever widening circle of in- 
terest, knowledge and appreciation. 

Buttons—alas! were very seldom 
used on armor (although “hooks and 
eyes” were utilized in early times, 
to fasten helmets and to hold armor 
parts together). But buttons are to 
be found on the doublets worn beneath 
corselets of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 

The button here shown (which is 
actually about one half inch in diam- 
eter) is one of two sets which dec- 
orate coats worn by English soldiers 
of the period 1680-1710. The coats 
are made of buckskin, with velvet 
sleeves, and there are three buttons 
on each sleeve. They also have lace 
collars and braid trimming, and were 
probably worn by officers, while sim- 
ilar, plainer coats belonged to the 
rank and file.

These buttons appear to be made 
of cast or moulded brass, fashioned 
in two parts and brazed together. 
Their self-shanks’‘are similar to those 
on much more modern buttons, but 
careful examination shows certain 
differences. The design is in low re- 
lief. 

At the Higgins Armory (where no 
admission is charged, by the way) 
there are no “Do Not Touch” signs, 
and visitors are on their honor in 
regard to handling exhibits. (This 
unusual indolence increases the en- 
joyment of visitors and adds greatly 
to the educational value of the ex- 
hibits). :

Cleaning Up the Comics 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


All of us were at one time or an- 
other children. We know what the 
effect of reading and pictures had 
on our behavior. The fathers in the 
Gay Nineties had trouble with their 
children who were reading Beadles 
back of the barn and sometimes run- 
ning away to the West to fight In- 
dians. In the early days of this cen- 
tury the nickel-novels were also in- 
fluencing the younger generation 
either for good or bad. (eee 

The keynote of crime comics is vio- 
lence and sadism. This is featured in 
the illustrations and in the_ text. 
Girls are slapped down, _ horse- 
whipped, strangled and even behead- 
ed; men are shot down in as great 
numbers as the Indians were made 
to “bite the dust” in the old Beadle’s. 

In April, 1954, a Senate judiciary 
subcommittee on juvenile delinquency 
held hearings in New York for two 
days on crime and horror comics. 
The sociologists and the experts could 
not agree. Some held that only those 
children already “disturbed” mental- 
ly and emotionally were harmed _ by 
horror comics. Others argued that 
they were harmful primarily to nor- 
mal children, and did not greatly 
effect morbid children already 
“wrapped in their fantasies.” The 
trade, however, was of one mind and 
the attorney for the Association of 
Comics Magazines Publishers, said 
it was “a lot of rubbish” to say 
that horror comics made children into 
“little monsters.” A publisher who 
published two million horrors a 
month, said he was proud to have 
originated the horror comic, and that 
his criterion was “good taste.” When 
Senator Estes Kefauver displayed the 
cover of one of his comics, depicting 
aman, axe in hand, holding up the 
severed head of a woman, and asked 
the publisher if he considered that 
one to be in bad taste, the publisher 
said: “I think it would be in bad 
taste if he were holding up the head 
a little higher so the neck would 
show with the blood dripping from 
it.’ Someone said if the head was 
en a silver salver and carried by 
a woman iike Salome it would be a 
work of higa art. 

In any case the crime comics are 
serving no useful purpose except to 
make money for the comic book busi- 
ness. They tcacn how crimes are com- 
mitted, how to conceal evidence, how 
to evade detection, and how to hurt 
aud torment people. Ycu can escape 
more easily if you shoot out the 
light, etc. 

We will dispense with further gory 
details cencerning the crime comic 
and give some statistics as to its 
popularity. Ninety million a month 
is the present figure for all comics 
sold. Each copy averages more than 
one reader for they are swapped and 


passed «round +o friends. There are 
enough in circulation to furnish en- 
tertainment for the entire popula- 
tion from the cradle to the edge of 
the grave. The Wall Street Journal 
says that there are 840,00U,000 units 
a year, twenty per cent more than 
four years ago. One crime comic 
claims a circulation of six million. 
Comic strips in newspapers must 
have the approval of editors, but the 
comic book passes as a magazine and 
can be sent through the mails. The 
war comics once so popular were 
found too gory for the armed serv- 
ices and their sale was banned at 
post exchanges, etc. The recruits com- 
ing into the armed services were dis- 
appointed when they found that serv- 
ice life was not a lot of massacres, 
etc. Comic is from comedy and should 
be confined to what is funny. Of 
course there is a varied sense of hu- 
mor and it is hard to set a stand- 
ard. The sadist may get a kick out 
of torture and violence but it is not 
funny to the victim or to the normal 
majority that make up our society. 
After we had written this we re- 
ceived some encouraging news. On 
Sept. 15 the newly formed Comics 
Magazine Association of America an- 
nounced that it had appointed an offi- 
cial censor. He is Charles F. Mur- 
phy, a New York City magistrate, 
who has been active in combating 
juvenile delinquency. Judge Murphy 
said that he had accepted the job 
on condition that the member pub- 
lishers take crime and horror comics 
off their list. Two days before Mur- 
phy’s appointment the publisher who 
commented on the angle of the lady’s 
head, called a press conference to 
announce that he was substituting 
“clean, clean” comics since that

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It is quite certain that samplers 
were brought by the Puritans in the 
little ships in which they sailed to 
settle the New World and that the 
making of samplers indicates mo- 


~---ments of relaxation~in-the strenuous 


lives of the pioneer women in the 
early days of the colonies, doubtless 
representing the earliest pieces of 
decorative needlework made in this 
country. In many instances, partic- 
ularly in the case of those made in 
New England, the samplers bear the 
name of the maker and the date. 
Thus because of these very personal 
touches, they are very precious to 
collectors today. 

The earliest example of such nee- 
dlework is in Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth, 
Mass. It was embroidered in 1640 by 
Miles Standish’s daughter. This sam- 
pler follows closely the contemporary 
English design with its Tudor rose, 
stylistic leaves and scrolling. It has 
the following verse: 

“Lord guide my heart, 
That I may do Thy will 
And fill my heart 
With such convenient skill 
As will conduce to Virtue 
Void of shame 
And I will give the 
Glory of Thy name.” 


It is thought that these early sam- 
plers of American origin were more 
or less substitutes for the costly 
books of neediework designs which 
were not available to the average 
settler, since they appear to illus- 
trate the types of stitches in vogue 
at the time. As late as the early 
1900’s schools in New England still 
used the making of very simplified 
samplers to teach pupils the differ- 
ent stitches: feather-stitching hem- 
stitching, overcasting, patching, etc. 

These earliest American samplers 
were generally long and narrow with- 
out a border. They were ornamented 
with flowers, birds, animals and fig- 
ures embroidered in a great var- 
iety of intricate and elaborate stitch- 
es. As the years advanced, the sam- 
pler developed into a kind of primer 
from the making of which the young-

est children learned the alphabet. 
This primer sampler was of the sim- 
plest consisting of a line of letters 
and at times an inscription. Older 
children who had outgrown the em- 
broidering of these alphabet sam- 
plers, were permitted to make more 
elaborate examples often with land- 
scapes containing figures, at times 
with a moral or pious inscription, 
again with one or more alphabets in- 
cluded in different stitches. This type 
of sampler usually had a simple bor- 
der of a running vine. As the years 
of the eighteenth century advanced, 
however, this simple border became 
more elaborate with sprays of Llow- 
ers on a more or less running de- 
sign. 

During the eighteenth century and 
continuing well toward the middle 
of the nineteenth century, it was part 
of the education of every well-bred 
little girl to embroider a sampler, 


but by 1850, this fashion entirely , 


ceased. 

Much can be learned of costumes, 
customs and architecture from sam- 
plers, particularly those of the early 
nineteenth century. During these 
years many were made showing hous- 
es, colleges, churches and other 
buildings, depicted with amazing 
skill, and even when a sampler of 
this style carries no date it is com- 
paratively easy to date it. Houses, 
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particularly, were great favorites of 
the sampler embroiderer. Accompany- 
ing these were often embroidered la- 
dies and gentlemen strolling in a 
garden with dogs on the grass and 
birds in the tree; or children and ani- 
mals playing on the grass, with huge 
urns or vases of flowers. At times 
the building depicted would be named 
as in the sampler showing the fa- 
cade of a large building labeled “The 
Court House.” Occasionally a sam- 
pler was made as a memorial to a 
sister or brother, perhaps even to 
some older member of the family. 
These carried an “In Memoriam” in- 
scription. 

Samplers showing geographical] de- 
signs and known as Map 
were made in both the 18th and 19th 
centuries but this was a design more 
popular in England than in Amer- 
ica. 

As would be natural, when the 
making of samplers became more and 
more commonplace and the work of 
children, the designs became simpli- 
fied and not too carefully worked 
out, with the mottoes of little in- 
terest. 

One of the finest collections of sam- 
plers in this country is owned by the 
Whitman Candy Company who man- 
ufactures the chocolates packaged in 


their Sampler Box.

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HAUS SEGEN 
(House Blessing) 


The question has been asked so 
many times, “What is a Haus Se- 
gen?” that it has pushed me head- 
long into the idea that perhaps lovers 
of old prints might alsqbe interested, 
so let us begin with this illustration 
we have here. This is a product of 
the printing press on. hand-made 
rag paper, and then hand-colored 
with vegetable dyes brushed over 
with white of eggs or resin from the 
cherry tree — this accounts for the 
colors retaining their brightness all 
these years. 

It measures twelve and a. half 
inches across and sixteen and a half 
inches tall, The angles are so chub-

by and primitive, while the birds 
are very fierce looking, but the grain 
and fruit at the bottom look nice 
enough to eat. 

These items were originally dis- 
tributed by peddlers who made their 
way about the country, selling many 
objects among which were birth and 
baptismal certificates.

Perhaps more of us are fa- 
miliar with the more recent House 
Blessings, viz; “God Bless Our

This particular “house blessing” is 
unique in that it is signed by the 
engraver, Gabriel Miesse, who was 
born near Reading, Pa., on March 
26, 1807, the son of Jacob Meisse, a 
doctor who was also a well known 
artist. Gabriel also had a brother 
Jacob who blossomed as an artist. 


It is related that Gabriel was a 
sickly child and so had much time 
to meditate and read. His interests 
ran along the lines of anatomy, me- 
dicine, music, drawing, surveying, 
sea navigation and astronomy. When 
he mastered his illness and regained 
some strength, he went to Philadel- 
phia where he apparently studied 
medicine. 


From Philadelphia he went to 
Fairfield County, Ohio in 1830, for a 


while, then on to Columbus for se- 
venteen years, thence to Greenville, 
where he became a wealthy land own- 
er. Records show that in 1847 he 
graduated from the Eclectic Medical 
Institute of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Credit is given to this doctor for 
discouraging the custom of blood let- 
ting and getting directly to the dis- 
eased organs through surgery. 

We should also give Gabriel all 
due credit to other engravings than 
this Haus Segen, viz: baptismal cer- 
tificates, depicting the baptism of 
Christ by John the Baptist, Battle 
near Moravian Town or Battle of the 
Thames, Ross County, Ohio Histor- 
ical Society claims a marble bust of 
his brother Jacob, done by Gabriel. 

His interests in religion and music 
gave birth to some hymns and the 
music written for hymns by Rev. A. 
W. Orwig, printed in The Evergreen, 
Songs for the Sunday School, Sanc- 
tuary and Home Circle, published by 
Rev. Elisha A. Hoffman, Cleveland, 
Ohio, circa 1878. Gabriel Miesse de- 
parted this life in 1886, August 10 
and now rests in a cemetery at 
Greenville, Ohio.

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LIVINGSTON 
COLLECTION 
AT N. Y. HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY 


The New York Historical Society 
has announced the acquisition of an 
important and invaluable collection of 
over 25,000 manuscripts, furniture, 
paintings, silver and jewelry of the 
Livingston family, including the per- 
sonal papers of Chancellor Robert 
R. Livingston (1746-1813), our first 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs in 1781, 
and a leading statesman during and 
following the Revolutionary period. 
As Jefferson’s Minister to France, 
1801-04, Livingston negotiated the 
Louisiana Purchase; later, with Rob- 
ert Fulton, he promoted the first suc- 
cessful commercial use of steamboats 
in the world. The collection, presented 
by Mr. and Mrs. Goodhue Livingston, 
has never before been available to 
historians. 

A special exhibition celebrating the 
contribution of the Livingston fam- 
ily in American history will be on 
view at the Society January 5th thru 
March 9th. Included in the display 
are such choice items from Chancel- 
lor Livingston’s papers as Napoleon’s 
authorization for the sale of Louisi- 
ana in 1803, a letter from John Paul 
Jones telling of his hoisting of the 
American flag for the first time, and 
the lyrics for a Fourth of July song 
written by Thomas Paine in his own 
handwriting in 1802. Letters to 
Chancellor Livingston from Wash- 
ington, Adams, Jefferson, Franklin, 
Madison, Monroe, Hamilton, Albert 
Gallatin, Lafayette, and many other 
prominent men comprise an important 
addition to our knowledge of the early 
history of the American Republic. 
Many of the drafts of Robert R. Liv- 
ingston’s letters to his associates 
have also been preserved. 

In addition to the Chancellor’s pa- 
pers the exhibit includes a painting 
of Livingston by John Vanderlyn, ex- 
ecuted in Paris in 1804, as well as 
the actual vest he wore when sitting 
for the portrait. Other mementos of 
his stay in France are two brooches 
with jeweled bees, the symbol of 
Napoleon, which were probably pre- 
sented by the Emperor to Mrs. Liv- 
ingston. 

The history of early steamboating 
is also related in Chancellor Living- 
ston’s correspondence with Rubert 
Fulton and John Stevens, founder of 
Stevens Institute. Fulton had mar- 
ried Robert R. Livingston’s cousin 
Harriet Livingston, and the famous 
Clermont that steamed from New 
York to Albany in 1807 was named 
for the estate of the Chancellor’s 
mother, still standing today on the 
Hudson River near Tivoli, south of 
Albany. 

The Livingston ccllection has been 
in storage for nearly a hundred 
years. Before that it was in the pos- 
session of the Chancellor’s daughter 
Margaret. Both Margaret and her 
older sister Elizabeth had married 
distant cousins, thus_ retaining the 
Livingston name, and bringing to- 
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gether the papers of other prominent 
descendants of Robert Livingston 
(1654-1728), First Lord of the Man- 
or, who came to America in 1674. 

Included in the collection are let- 
ters of Phillip Livingston (1716- 
1778), a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence; Edward Livingston 
(1764-1836), Mayor of New York, 
Secretary of State and Minister to 
France under Andrew Jackson; Rob- 
ert R. Livingston (1708-1790), Third 
Lord of the Manor, and his son, 
Walter (1740-1797). 

Portraits of members of the Liv- 
ingston family and of American pa- 
triots whose letters are represented 
in the exhibit supplement the manu- 
scripts on display at The New York 
Historical Society. As well as Van- 
derlyn’s painting of Chancellor Liv- 
ingston, there are portraits of his 
wife by Gilbert Stuart, Mr. and Mrs. 
John L. Livingston (son of the Sec- 
ond Lord of the Manor) by John 
Wollaston, Robert R. Livingston, 
Third Lord of the Manor and his wife 
by Thomas MclIlworth, the Reverend 
John Henry Livingston (1746-1825), 
President of Queens College (now 
Rutgers University) by Gilbert Stu- 
art, and Mrs. John Henry Living- 
ston by Edward Savage. Also includ- 
ed are portraits of George Washing- 
ton, Thomas Jefferson and James 
Monroe by Asher B. Durand, Gouver- 
neur Morris by Ezra Ames, and Alex- 
ander Hamilton by John Trumbull.

Needless to say, Worcester Button 
Collectors, although strongly tempt- 
ed, have resisted all impulses to add 
any of these seventeenth century 
buttons to their collections! 


More buttons relate to armor and 
arms than one might think. In addi- 
tion to the many different kinds of 
Steel Buttons, (“Steel Cups,” etched 
steel, cut and faceted steel, plain pol- 
ished steel, steel in combination with 
other materials, etc.) there are the 
buttons which display armor (in 
whole or in part), helmets, weapons, 
shields, etc. (These include both Cos- 
tume and Uniform buttons).** Her- 
aldic buttons, whose crests and coats- 
of-arms are closely affiliated’ with 
knighthood and chivalry, Castles and 
historic scenes on buttons, portraits 
of noted men wearing armor,*** all 
these might be included in such a spe- 
cialized collection. 


The Steel and “Armorial” buttons 
proved so fascinating to local col- 
lectors that a larger exhibit of these 
button types was held when the Mas- 
sachusetts State Button Society met 
at Worcester, in January, At that 
time, Mr. Albert Gagne, Curator of 
the Armory, showed some appropriate 
exhibits and spoke on the history of 
buttons and their relationship to iron 
steel and armor. 


Whether or not the buttons shown 
at the Armory interested “non-but- 
ton” visitors, it is certain that the 
two exhibits made local collectors 
‘armor conscious,” intensified their 
appreciation of the subject and re- 
sulted in increased knowledge of both 
armor and buttons. 


_ New England people are fortunate 
in having access to the John Wood- 
man Higgins Armory. I strongly urge 
anyone who can to visit this unique 
Museum, and to spend as much time 
as possible among its treasures. It is 
a marvelous place, where inspiration 
and imagination bring the Past to 
con and forecast wonders of the Fu- 
re.

From Here and There 


ALFRED UNIVERSITY 
GLASS COLLECTION 
GROWS 


Thirty glass objects, representa- 
tive of the decorative techniques de- 
veloped and employed by Frederick 

Carder during his fifty years 
with the Steuben Glass, Inc., and 
Corning Glass Works, have been pre- 
sented to Alfred University by the 
Corning Glass Works. 

Mr. Carder, founder and man- 
ager of Steuben Glass Works and re- 
tired art director of Corning Glass 
Works, presented the valuable glass 
collection to Alfred University in 
1954 during a visit in Corning by 
M. Ellis Drake, president of Alfred 
University, and Dean John F. McMa- 
hon of the College of Ceramics. 


This collection, with the famous 
Silverman Glass Collection, gives the 
university an exhibit of international 
interest. 

The thirty pieces donated to Alfred 
University were personally selected 
by President Drake and Dean McMa- 
hon with the assistance of Thomas 
S. Buechner, director of The Corn- 
ing Museum of Glass at Corning 
Glass Center, from the hundreds of 
glass objects located in Mr. Carder’s 
studio in the old Steuben plant in 
Corning. 

The Alfred University collection in- 
cludes items made personally by Mr. 
Carder. Most unique among them is 
a frosted diatreta vase, produced by 
a technique developed by the famous 
Corning artisan during recent years. 
A similar vase, according to Mr. 
Buechner, is now on display in Ger- 
many where it has attracted wide in- 
terest among German glass techni- 
cians. 


The Corning Glass Center saluted 
Mr. Carder in 1952 with a special ex- 
hibition, “Frederick Carder—His Life 
and Work,” at The Corning Museum 
of Glass. It included the finest pos- 
sible examples of every period of Mr. 
Carder’s work both here and abroad. 
The Alfred gift, although limited in 
numbers, is of equally high quality. 

The exhibition, actually a visual 
biography of Mr. Carder from his 
birth in 1864 to the present time, was 
divided into three general categories: 
Mr. Carder’s English work, produced 
during his student days at Stour- 
bridge Art School and as a designer 
with the glass firm of Stevens and 
Williams; his work produced as man- 
ager of the Steuben Glass Works from 
1903 to 1918; his work for Corning 
Glass Works from 1918 to 1934, in- 
cluding the paintings and sculpture 
in glass executed during his retire- 
ment. 


Mr. Carder was born September 18, 
1864 in Wordsley, England. Although 
Wordsley ‘was in the center of the 
glass manufacturing business, Caleb 
Carder, his father, was in the pottery 
business, and young Fred grew up ex- 
pecting to enter the family Pottery 
Works. 


Mr. Carder’s grandfather owned 
Leys Pottery Works and his father 
managed it, but young Fred had to 
start at the bottom. For nine long 
months, from six o’clock in the morn- 
ing until six o’clock in the evening, 
the 14-year-old boy shovelled coal. 
During the next three years while 
Fred learned all the processes of the 
pottery business, it became very ap- 
parent that his real interest was in 
the arts of printing and sculpturing. 


After putting in a 12-hour day in 
the pottery works, Fred trudged three 
miles to the Stourbridge School of 
Art. This was varied on Tuesdays and 


Thursdays with a 3-mile walk to 
Dudley where he studied chemistry, 
electricity and metallurgy. 

At Steurbridge, Fred Carder quali- 
fied course by course and exam by 
exam until in 1891 he was able to en- 
ter a competition for his Art Mas- 
ter’s certificate. He not only qualified 
for his Master’s Certificate but won 
the Gold Medal of the year, and with 
it'a national scholarship which en- 
abled him. to study for three years in 
Paris, Rome or London. 

In 1881, Mr. Carder was offered a 
job with Stevens and Williams, a 
glassmaking firm specializing in cut 
and engraved pieces in the best Vic- 
torian manner, as designer in charge 
of both shapes and applied decora- 
tion. It was at his suggestion that 
John Northwood was invited to leave 
J. & J. Northwood Co., specializers in 
acid etched ware for the glass trade, 
and become art director of Stevens 
and Williams, a post which he ac- 
cepted. Northwood had found in the 
medium of glass a form in which he 
could combine his artistic and scien- 
tific interests, and the same _ solu- 
tion was appropriate for Mr. Carder. 
Thus, both men became fellow em- 
ployees at Stevens and Williams and 
worked together in the medium of 
their choice. 

Early in his employment with Ste- 
vens and Williams, Mr. Carder began 
to understand that the man shaping 
the glass must have some knowledge 
of the mental process of the design- 
er, and the two dimensional result of 
that process, so he started a school 
for the workmen in 1891. Eventually 
it became a full-fledged School of Art. 

Fred was encouraged to travel a 
good deal, and deal directly with the 
foreign customers of Stevens and 
Williams. As the county of Stafford- 
shire supported a large number of 
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glass houses and as Carder proved 
an ideal liaison between industry and 
education, he was asked by the Board 
of Education of the county of Staf- 
fordshire to make a report on glass- 
making conditions on the continent. 
The information he brought back was 
both new and valuable and the fol- 
lowing year he was sent to this coun- 
try to make a similar report. 

Although he had accomplished a 
great deal in England, things were 
not as he would have liked them. He 
had many ,many ideas about the fu- 
ture of his chosen medium and he 
longed for a new place to start 
over, a place where he could run 
things his own way. The place turned 
out ‘to be America. 

Stevens and Williams had done 
business with T. G. Hawkes, well- 
known glass-cutting establishment in 
Corning, N. Y. with Fred Carder as 
liaison. When Mr. Carder came to 
America he made arrangements to 
operate a glass house to supply blanks 
for Hawkes’ cutting wheels, and in 
1903 in Corning, N. Y., Steuben 
Glass Works was established, owned 
and presided over by T. G. Hawkes, 
and managed by Carder, ‘who named 
it after Steuben county. 

Although the primary reason for 
the existence of Steuben was to make 
blanks for T. G. Hawkes, Carder soon 
introduced several lines of ware for 
sale directly under the name of Steu- 
ben. With Fred Carder as manager, 
Steuben produced an infinite variety 
of glassware. All types and combina- 
tions of colored glass, opals and 
opaques were sold profitably; cut and 
engraved pieces came from Steuben 
as well as Hawkes; several of the 
techniques of the ancients, like pate 
du verre, millefiori, and mosaic glass, 
were revived for commercial con- 
sumption. 

Perhaps the most famous of the 
glasses designed by Fred Carder and 
produced by Steuben is Aurene. Au- 
rene is essentially a metallicized 
glass, ie., a thin coating of metal 
on the outside of the glass. This is 
accomplished by keeping the metal, 
usually gold or silver, in oxidized 
form in suspension in the hot glass. 

With the advent of World War I, 
the government was forced to restrict 
the distribution of essential materials 
to essential industries and Steuben, 
whose business was art glass, was 
forced to close. It was taken over by 
Corning Glass Works, the transfer be- 
ing made bv the T. G. Hawkes Com- 
pany. Shortly after the transfer Fred 
Carder became art director of Corn- 
ing Glass Works. 

During the vears that followed, 
CGW began to build rapidly its repu- 
tation as a successful tackler of tough 
glass problems, and Fred Carder was 
one of the cornerstones in the build- 


ing of this reputation. 

In 1925, Mr. Carder was appointed 
to the Hoover Commission, the object 
of which was to investigate the “new 
art” exhibits in Paris. The members 
of the Commission were guests of the 
French Government and each of the 
delegates represented a given craft 
or art, with Mr. Carder represent- 
ing glass. 

Architectural glass was produced 
in quantity by Corning Glass Works 
in the 1920’s and 380’s, and Mr. Car- 
der designed a great deal of it, spe- 
cializing in particular problems like 
the casting of the large relief mu- 
rals for Rockefeller Center. Stress- 
ing the interrelationships of the vis- 
ual arts is one of the most positive 
factors in the teaching of the Aca- 
demic system. It was no problem for 
Fred Carder to turn from designing 
delicate champagne glasses to mas- 
sive slabs of architectural bas relief, 
or even to the functional problems of 
Pyrex ware design. 

Active in community affairs, Mr. 
Carder founded the Corning Rotary 
Club and was its first president. He 
was president of the Corning City 
Club for a number of years, and 
helped found the Corning Country 
Club. Chairman of the Corning Free 
Academy Building Committee, he su-

to the time. As civilization grew, 
chests and coffers were the most pop- 
ular articles of furniture. These were 
used by our forefathers as wardrobes, 
cupboards, seats and, when times 
were troublous, perhaps they served 
as traveling trunks for their treas- 
ures. 

All furniture was laboriously made 
by hand and possessed a quality 
which could only be achieved when 
one put into his work part of himself. 

When the Renaissance came the 
abolition of the monasteries and the 
rise of the trading classes. Thien came 
a settling down to internal peace in 
various nations. Foreign influence 
naturally grew. As the 16th century 
advanced all Gothic influences gave 
place to more ambitious and lighter 
motives or ornaments. 

This period is recognized mainly by 
the blending of Gothic and Renais- 
sance details of ornament, 

Oak, which had heretofore held al- 
most complete sway, was obliged to 
yield to walnut and lighter ‘woods 
with a use of inlay in woods of na- 
tive trees such as apple wood, holly 
and pear. This inlay later became 
characteristic of the period. The story 
of inlay is in itself a definite clue 
to collectors of furniture of these 
times. for it reveals much of the pe- 
riod in which it was made. 

Six centuries before Christ, ivory 
inlay was used. Oriental countries 
have always made free use of this 
mode of decoration. The revival of 
inlay probably dates from Venice, at 
about the end of the 13th century. 

Inlay was much used in cabinets 
and in the panelling of woodwork dur- 
ing the Elizabethan period. The Tu- 
dor and Jacobean marquetry was 
about 1-16th of an inch thick, which

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Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has announced that city 
and village delivery of simplified ad- 
dress mail, established on an experi- 
mental basis fifteen months ago, will 
be discontinued effective midnight 
March 31, 1955. 

The extension of simplified address 
mail to city and village delivery was 
started by the Post Office Depart- 
ment on August 21, 1953 in an ef- 
fort to reduce the huge losses in- 
curred in handling third-class mail 
and to provide an additional service 
to the public. The results have not 
satisfactorily met these objectives and 
the only possible solution is in- 
creased postage rates which will be 
sought in the next session of the 
Congress. 

City and village delivery of sim- 
plified address mail which is to be 
discontinued on next March 31, gave 
mailers the privilege of omitting 
names and street addresses from 
circulars and other mail matter and 
using the designations:—‘‘Household- 
er”, “Patron”, or “Box Holder” as 
addresses. 

This elimination of simplified ad- 
dress mail from city and village de- 
livery service does not affect the 
delivery of simplified address mail 
on rural routes or to boxholders at 
post offices where no city or village 
delivery service is available. This 
service has been in effect since Octo- 
ber, 1934.

_Much of the spectacular art and 
high drama of disease has been lost 
since the words gout and croup have 
faded out of our common vocabulary. 
Medical science has some new thrill- 
ers, but little to lend itself to popu- 
lar artistry as did gout and croup. 

In days of old, gout was a highly 
ornate and impressive art with a foot 
and leg heavily strapped in the best 
style of an Egyptian mummy, and 
resting extended on a foot stool. To- 
day it shows no real class —no com- 
pelling control over the attention. En- 
cased in nylon and a reasonable fac- 
simile of a shoe it has no real pub- 
licity value and is merely classified 
as one phase of arthritis or some 
other technical disease. Gout today 
must be highly vocal indeed to 
"ae the publicity it once compel- 
ed. 

Croup ‘was one of the most ornate 
and spectacular productions in the 
golden age of cotton flannel in Am- 
ericana. It merited the full dress cot- 
ton flannel treatment of both neck 
and chest, and carried the compelling 
aura and aroma of turpentine and 
camphor far and wide. An audible 
wheeze agd catching of breath by a 
child so accoutered would take the 
spotlight gnd center of the stage in 
any gathering. Today a child so 
afflicted must be content with “asth- 
ma,” take his little miracle pills, and 
have no more attention than any 
other ill tempered kid. 

The modern Hollywood spectacular 
presentation of polio and cancer has 
a compelling impersonal national im- 
portance, but the local amateur dra- 
matics of disease have lost much of 
this glamour. . 

So long as the medical profession 
knows no more about the common 
cold than we knew back in Ameri- 
cana, so long as noses get red and 
eyes water, and Kleenex flashes like 
a genuine handkerchief, we still re- 
tain some of the amateur dramatics 
of disease. 





National statistics, carefully com- 
piled and tied up in neat bundles, 
show that we spend as much on auto- 
mobiles and gasoline as we do on 
food each year. So presented, this 


may startle many as new and some- 
Actually it is an old, 


how ominous. 


old story reaching far back in Amer- 
icana. We are and always have 
been a mobile nation with a relatively 
high expenditure for transportation. 

Back in Americana the acreage, la- 
bor and cash devoted to horses, ‘'wa- 
gons, buggies, harness and saddles 
always did rival the cost of our food, 
both in cash and effort. 

The American “high standard of 
living” is made much more conspi- 
cuous today by news reels and pic- 
tures showing our streets and roads 
crowded with motor cars. That has 
become the international picture of 
America. In Europe, Asia and Africa, 
people have generally for centuries 
lived in towns or settlements and tra- 
veled on foot. As long as America 
was a nation with an abundance of 
horses, but somehow related to “wild 
injins” and grizzly bears, the world 
was not so much impressed with the 
great mobility factor in the American 
standard of living. Today the world 
is probably over-impressed with our 
“standard of living.” And perhaps 
today many Americans likewise are 
ovet impressed by the noise of* our 
motors and the fumes from our ex- 
haust pipes. 

Certainly mobility is one of the 
great differences in standard of liv- 
ing. 





“Rembrandt did that one, too.” 
Memory brings back over some years 
each tone and overtone. It was the 
voice we heard of a leading artist 
and teacher trying to dispel the gloom 
of a young artist over his own recent 
compositions. From time to time 
since when we were not satisfied with 
our own ‘work in any field we have 
murmured to ourself “Rembrandt did 
that, too.” 

Certainly Rembrandt dropped his 
duds at times amid the explosive bril- 
liance of his other creations. Every 
artist does. Every person does, re- 
gardless of his field of work. The 
author of The Forest Hymn also left 
his trivia. We have noticed many 
times the agonizing attempts of 
Shakespearian zealots to make some- 
thing great out of some garbled hash 
that the great bard dashed off to 
meet a theatrical deadline. 


On the reverse side we are some- 
times stunned in antiques shows at 
some marvels of artistic nerfection 
that appear without signature or hall- 
mark, with no claim to either history 
or ancestry. Perhaps the maker 
swapped it off for a few loaves of 
bread or a drink at the pub. Perhaps 
it won the acclaim of some ancient 
court and later was lost in oblivion. 
Probably the artist had some satis- 
faction in knowing it was good. Per- 
haps he received no such reassurance 
from anyone, including himself. 

The artistic instinct is part and 
parcel of the explorer instinct. The 
coon-skin, long rifle, explorer was an 
artist at heart. Not until the coming 
of the “pioneers” could his art be 
evaluated. By that time all traces of 
his camp fires and trails might be 
obliterated, as in any other field of 
art 


“With malice toward none, with 
charity toward all. ... bind up the 
nation’s wounds.” This seems to us 
the essence of the great man Ameri- 
cana gave to the world. It is the 
great message he left to the world 
and to us. 

This was no sissy talking. He was 
no softie. He had loosed the fateful 
lightning of a terrible swift sword 
when liberty and democracy were 
in danger. . 

How well has America followed his 
precepts? We asked ourselves that 
question as we surveyed his life and 
works on Lincoln’s birthday, last. 
Our own answer to our own question 
utterly surprised us. America, our 
America HAS followed his precepts. 
We have blundered, but we have 
kept the faith. 

In the present Reconstruction Days 
of the world as a whole we have not 
repeated our errors of ninety years 
ago. We have not felt malice. We 
have shown charity toward the short- 
comings of others. Yes, we have 
blundered much. We have been saps 
and softies at times. We still are. 
But we have carried out to all of the 
world the legend of Lincoln. 

With all of our mistakes, blunders 
and delusions, we may say that one 
of “those who struggled here” has 
not died in vain.

Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


How many coin collectors are 
there? That is a question that can 
never be answered exactly. Some say 
5000, others 10,000, and some esti- 
mates go as high as a quarter of a 
million. I think that nearly all 
Americans are coin collectors, to 
some degree. As one deals in coins 
for many years one becomes astound- 
ed at the many people, from all sta- 
tions of life, that have interests in 
coins. 

We have those who throw into a 
drawer an odd or unusual coin that 
is picked up in change, This tendency 
to collect and save (for collecting 
and saving are closely related) can 
in time become a small box full of 
unusual pieces, that, if the sub- 
ject of coins arises, will be brought 
out and shown. 

Then there is the traveler wheth- 
er for pleasure, business or other 
reasons, he nearly always brings 
home a few odd coins from vari- 
ous nations. Take the soldiers of 
World War I, as an example. There 
are millions of foreign minor coins 
still in the country that were brought 
home by them. The same occurred in 
World War II with a very interest- 
ing addition, the famous short Snor- 
3 paper money collections of our 

Ss. 

When the government issues a 
newly designed coin, millions of peo- 
ple save the first ones they get, and 
some of these are kept for years and 
years. The habit of saving all the 
change one gets of one denomina- 
tion is done by nearly everyone. Who 
can say that a penny box collector is 
not a coin collector? Until gold coins 
were withdrawn from circulation a 
Christmas gift of gold was very pop- 
ular and many of these pieces were 
saved for years and years. This was 
also the case with the gold coins 
that were given by large corporations 
to their directors at their meetings. 
Today, with no gold coins available 
silver dollars are a popular Christ- 
mas gift. 

It is natural for a penny box col- 
lector to start lining up the dates 
he has in the box, then commence 
noting the different mint marks and 
varieties. It is not long until he won- 
ders if there isn’t something he can 
keep a set of these cents in. This 
is where the Whitman collector 
boards enter the picture, and the pen- 
ny box collector has become a “Whit- 
man Board Collector.” From cents he 
graduates to all denominations and 
is ardently saving a specimen of 
everything he can secure out of cir- 


culation, He has not, however, got- 
ten to the point where condition 
means much to him, and would not 
think of paying anything over face 
value for any coin. The latter arises 
out of pure necessity; certain pieces 
he requires to complete a set just 
cannot be found in circulation, so, in 
desperation he has to pay a premium 
to someone in order to secure it. Now 
the amount of premium he pays is 
determined on how many people 
want that same piece and just how 
many there are available to fill the 
need. If one has a badly battered up 
specimen of some date and comes 
across a better one, clearer and more 
easily read, it is natural for one to 
place the better one in the collection 
discarding the poorer. 

When a new collector has 
seen an uncirculated or beautiful 
proof coin, his desire is to improve 
his collection until all the coins he 
has are in this choice condition. As 
the vast majority of coins of any giv- 
en date or denomination are worn, 
the better they are, the fewer they 
are and being more desirable, the 
more in demand hence their value is 
many times that of a worn specimen. 

Many people are constantly on the 
watch for rare coins in their change, 
others are speculators or hoarders, 
saving each year rolls of uncircu- 
lated pieces with the hopes they will 
rise in value over the years. There 
is an immense alertness throughout 
the country to news about money 
that might be rare. Many years ago 
a famous dealer launched a nation- 
wide campaign on rare coins adver- 
tising in all of the largest maga- 
zines, radio stations, etc. The main 
plug was “$50 for a 1913 Liberty 
Head Nickel.” This must have oc- 
curred twenty to twenty-five years 
ago and a Liberty Head Nickel of 
1913 is now worth many thousands 
of dollars, but you’d be surprised at 
the uncounted millions of people that 
are still looking for that 1913 Liber- 
ty Head Nickel so that they can col- 
lect the fifty dollars! Ever so often 
some item of news comes out regard- 
ing the rarity of some coin or bill 
and there is an immediate flurry of 
interest throughout the country. Re- 
cently a large newspaper had an ar- 
ticle regarding the release, by the 
Federal Reserve of many more un- 
circulated silver dollars that have, up 
until now had a large catalog valua- 
tion due to their scarceness. All deal- 
ers are immediately flooded with 
phone calls and letters regarding 
them, how much will we pay? What 
are they worth, etc., etc. Yes, the 
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interest in coin collecting is very 
large. I would rather not say there 
are “so many coin collectors.” The 
degree of collecting is so wide and 
varied, from the small collector of 
the penny box, or saver of a few 
unusual pieces, on up to the few 
collectors who own the country’s larg- 
est and most beautiful collections of 
rare coins, that it would not be fair 
to draw a line at any given place. 

The case of the Morgan silver 
dollars being released by the Fed- 
eral Reserves is a most unusual one. 
Formerly, uncirculated specimens of 
Morgan silver dollars were rapidly 
becoming quite rare, in fact, some 
varieties had risen in catalog value 
to as high as one hundred dollars a 
piece. Then one day about fifteen 
years ago, the first blow fell. The 
reserves of silver dollars held by the 
Federal Reserves reached a_ point 
where were discovered, vast stocks 
of Morgan silver dollars in uncircu- 
lated condition that had never been 
released for circulation. As there was 
a call for silver dollars, and the gov- 
ernment does not consider rarity in 
coins, many of these were released 
to the banks for circulation. Imagine 
the thrill some coin collectors had 
when they went to their bank and 
found that they could purchase say, 
a hundred bright uncirculated sil- 
ver dollars of a known rare date and 
variety for face value! For instance, 
let us assume that each dollar had a 
catalog valuation of $50! Needless 
to say, as many as were possible 
were snapped up, and many of the 
coins were sold at high prices and 
large profits until the market be- 
came suddenly fiooded with the new- 
ly released pieces and their values 
tumbled due to the quantity avail- 
able. 

Periodically the Federal Reserve 
has continued to release more and 
more of various dates and mint 
marks until today there are very 
few that have not come tumbling 
down in value. The recent article 
in the newspaper is just another 
batch of releases, most likely prompt- 
ed by the increased demand for un- 
circulated silver dollars to be given 
as Christmas presents. Profits will 
be made on some of these coins but 
in the end these high catalog valua- 
tions will come tumbling down to a 
level consummate with the supply 
available. 

We wonder how much longer, or how 
many more of these Morgan dol- 
lars are still to be released for as 
long as this condition hovers over 
the market, the uncertainty will 
cause a lag in the advance in valua- 
tion of them. I believe, however, that 
when the supply is finally exhaust- 
ed those that saved the fine bright 
uncirculated coins will realize a nice 
profit for the many that have been 
released has increased the interest in 
the series, The Morgan silver dollar 
series commenced in 1878 and conti- 
nued until 1921 with a lapse of none 
coined from 1905 through 1920. It is 
most unusual for one to be able to 
go to ones bank and frequently se- 
cure bright uncirculated coins that 
in some instances were as old as 
seventy-five years! Will silver dol- 
lars ever be coined again?

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for him. When he said there would 
be $4 a week for it, that settled 
the matter. I accepted with ala- 
crity.” 

“While I was posing for him,” con- 
tinued Morris, “Kemble allowed me 
to read the manuscript of Huckle- 
berry Finn. From the very first 
page, the story appealed to my youth- 
ful imagination, and then and 
there, I became an ardent admirer 
of Mark Twain’s work.” 

When the work was off the press, 
Mark Twain gave Kemble the first 
four or five copies, and made the 
suggestion that Kemble give Morris 
one of them. Kemble autographed 
the first copy and presented it to 
the boy. He always regre$ted that 
he did not have the humorist auto- 
graph the book also — but so often 
we don’t think of those things until 
too late. 


While contributing illustrations to 
Life, Kemble had done a little picture 
of a small boy being stung by a bee. 
On the search for an illustrator for 
Huckleberry Fini which was nearing 
completion, Mark Twain came across 
this picture. He admired it for its 
action and expression and realized 
that it bore a strong resemblance 
to his mental conception of Huck 
Finn, Kemble was immediately sent 
for, offered the job of illustrating 
the book, and told to name his fee. 
He suggested two thousand dollars 
which was accepted without any cav- 
illing or hesitation. 

As soon as school was over, Cort 
Morris would drop by Kemble’s stu- 
dio. The artist remembered him as 
always grinning, with one side of his 
cheek usually well padded with a 
“sour ball” or a big wad of molasses 
candy. Tossing his school cap and 
school books on a sofa, he would ask 
what was wanted that afternoon. For 
Kemble used Morris as model for all 
the characters — not only Huck 
Finn. “We will do the old woman 
who spots Huck as he is trying to 
pass for a girl,” Kemble might say. 
The boy thereupon would put on an 
old sunbonnet and a faded calico shirt 
and somewhat gingerly seat himself 
on a low splint-bottomed chair. Kem- 
ble would sometimes have to remind 
him to relieve his extended cheek of 
its burden of taffy—which the lad, 
now a perfect female, would do by 
gulping it down. The first thing 
Kemble always did was to make a 
simple outline sketch on yellow tone. 
Then, after allowing Cort a rest, he 
would proceed. 

For the king, Morris would wear 
an old frayed frock coat and pad his 
waist-line with towels until he had 
acquired the proper rotundity. Cort 
was uncannily adept at mimicking the 
Falstaffian old reprobate and twist- 
ing his youthful countenance into the 
most realistic contortions. The art- 
ist said years later that if he had 
drawn all the grimaces, he would 
have had “a convulsing collection of 
comics,” but since most of these did 
not jibe with Mark Twain’s text, 
he had to forego recording them. 

“T suppose you liked portraying the 
character of Huck Finn best?” the 
author of this paper once asked 
Morris, 


t—— 
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After hesitating a moment or two, 
Morris replied: 

“No, I think I really got most fun 
portraying the part of Jim the Negro. 
I would pull my little black wool 
cap far down over my head, stick 
out my lips and merrily mumble 
negro talk all the time Kemble was 
drawing me. Perhaps this was be- 
cause I used to pal around with a 
couple of lively little Negroes whom 
I never tired of listening to and 
watching.” 
_“The props we used for illustra- 
ting the various characters were for 
the most part, old clothes belonging 
to my father and mother, with some 
of mine thrown in, which I found 
stored away in trunks up in the 
attic of our house,” Morris recalled. 

“The battered old straw hat, which 
was so much a part of Huck Finn, 
was mine. I used to wear it when 
I went fishing along the Harlem 
River in the summertime. The old 
single-barreled shotgun, another of 
Huck’s ‘treasured possessions, was a 
gun which my aunt had given me a 
few years before.”

What Makes an 
Autograph Rare? 


Usually puzzling to a _ tyro col- 
lector of autographs is the reason 
for rarity. Why should full auto- 
graph letters of Herbert Hoover be 
so much rarer, and fully as valuable, 
as comparable letters of George 
Washington? Why should the auto- 
graph of the long-lived Herman Mel- 
ville, author of “Moby Dick”, be so 
extremely scarce, whereas that of

his friend and contemporary Oliver 
Wendell Holmes is as common as 
blackberries? 

There is usually a simple expla- 
nation for rarity. Hoover’s full au- 
tograph letters are rare because vir- 
tually all of his correspondence was 
typed. He himself is our authority 
for the statement that in the past 
thirty or forty years of his life he

has written hardly more than a dozen 
longhand letters. Melville’s auto- 
graph is rare because after his death 
his reputation as an author suffered 
a temporary eclipse. He was near- 
ly forgotten, and during this period 
his autograph had so trifling a value 
that it was scarcely worth preserv- 
ing, and undoubtedly many of his 
correspondents destroyed the letters 
he had written them. 

The autographs of living or recent- 
ly dead celebrities are generally 
much rarer than those of persons 
who died centuries ago, because the 
recipients of letters from living per- 
sons hesitate to sell them. The death

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of a noted man is often the signal 
for his letters to pour on the auto- 
graph market. Right now it is very 
difficult to procure full autograph 
letters of Eisenhower. Another gen- 
eration may find them very plenti- 
ful. Full autograph letters of Hard- 
ing and Coolidge, once of the great- 
est rarity, are now obtainable with- 
out much difficulty. Another century 
will undoubtedly see the supply in- 
creased, as more and more of their 
letters come on the market. 

Mere rarity, incidentally, does not 
confer value upon an autograph. To 
be valuable an autograph must be 
in demand. If the demand is very 
considerable, the value is apt to be 
high, even if the autograph is rela- 
tively common. If the demand is neg- 
ligible, the value will be trifling, no 
matter how rare an autograph 
may be. 

The classic example of rarity plus 
demand is found in the case of But- 
ton Gwinnett, obscure Signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, whose 
autograph is necessary to those who 
wish to collect a full “set” of Sign- 
ers. Gwinnett had the misfortune to 
be killed in a duel not long after af- 
fixing his signature to that immortal 
document, and for the past hundred 
years or more, collectors have ran- 
sacked attics and barns in quest of 
his elusive autograph. Unimportant 
documents signed by him are valued 
at two to five thousand dollars, and 
a full autograph letter from his pen 
(if one were to come to light) would 
certainly fetch at least $25,000. 
Equally as rare, though not so wide- 
ly publicized. is the autograph of 
Thomas Lynch, Jr., who was lost at 
sea three years after he put his 
name to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Only one full autograph 
letter of Lynch is known to extst, 
and a mere signature would be worth 
at least a thousand dollars. 

Had Gwinnett and Lynch NOT 
signed the Declaration, their auto- 
graphs would be dear at ten or twen- 
ty dollars! 

Among the pre-twentieth century 
presidents, the rarest by far in full 
holograph letters is Andrew Johnson. 
pages are two reasons for this. As 

a young man, Johnson barely knew 
how to write his name, and it was 
his wife who instructed him in pen- 
manship, though he never became 
really facile. He always preferred 
to dictate letters. While president, 
he injured his hand, and this still 
further cut down the output from 
his pen. Johnson frequently signed

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documents with a stamped signature

The rarest of the presidents in 
autographs signed while in office is 
William Henry Harrison, who caught 
a cold on inauguration day and died 
exactly a month later. Only three 
full autograph letters of Harrison 
as president are known to exist, and 
probably not more than a dozen or 
so documents. These are among the 
most costly and treasured of presi- 
dential] items. 

As one might expect the autographs 
of most Colonial celebrities are rare. 
They seldom had occasion to write 
letters and such letters as they did 
write appear to have been destroyed. 
Of great scarcity are the documents 
and letters of Peter Minuit, Capt. 
John Smith, John Alden, Myles Stan- 
dish, and other noted figures of our 
early history. Possibly the most plen- 
tiful of important Colonial auto- 
graphs is that of Cotton Mather, pro- 
lific preacher, whose manuscript ser- 
mons, penned on tiny pieces of paper 
in miniature handwriting, are oc- 
casionally offered for sale. 

The Revolutionary War furnished 
its full quota of rarities. Those who 
died young, like the courageous Rich- 
ard Montgomery, victim of the ill- 
fated Canada invasion, are natur- 
ally of great scarcity. Other semi- 
literate generals, such as Israel Put- 
nam and John Stark, both of whom 
were more skilled with a sword than 
with a pen, left a dearth of auto- 
graphic material. Some of the for- 
eign officers, who came to America 
to aid in the cause of liberty an‘ 
died here on the battlefield or else 
shortly returned to Europe, must be 
ranked with the great rarities. Such 
is General Rochefermoy, perhaps the 
rarest of all Revolutionary generals 
in autograph form. 

In the Civil War, as in other con- 
flicts, early death is probably the 
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most conspicuous cause for rarity. 
Young Elmer E. Ellsworth, first 
Union officer to die in the war, is 
extremely scarce in autographic form. 
Scarce, too, are many of the youth- 
ful officers who perished on the bat- 
tlefield, such as the Confederate 
J.E.B. Stuart and the Northern Na- 
thaniel Lyon. 

Frequently a person’s station in 
life is responsible for the rarity or 
plenitude of his autograph. With the 
exception of an official job as sur- 
veyor, Daniel Boone did not hold 
public office, and his autograph is 
very rare. Henry Clay aan Daniel 
Webster, on the other hand, held im-

May ist to October 1st, 1884. “I 
was still going to school when the 
sittings commenced.”

WILLIAM W. SEATON OF THE 
NATIONAL INTELLIGENCER.

The Seatons were a historic Scotch 
family, a daughter of which, the fair 
and faithful Catherine, is the heroine 
of one of Sir Walter Scott’s ro- 
mances. The Seatons seem to have 
clung to the cause of the Stuarts.

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who gave the world Winston Chur- 
chill, the poet, painter, prime minis- 
ter of Great Britain is beyond the 
scope of the present sketch. The Win- 
ston estates in Virginia gave them 
rank among the gentry of the Old 
Dominion. 

The Winstons were known for their 
eloquence. In William, popularly 
called Langallo, and his sister Sarah, 
the mother of Patrick Henry, these 
hereditary qualities seem to have been 
particularly striking; so that, in their 
day, it seemed a sort of received opin- 
ion that it was from the maternal 
side that the great orator derived 
his extraordinary powers. 

William Winston Seaton was born 
January 11, 1785, on the paternal es- 
tate in King William county, Vir- 
ginia, one of a family of four sons 
and three daughters. He passed his 
early years at the family mansion 
being educated by a private tutor. 
Later the family moved to Richmond 
where the Seatons had some property 
and William went to local schools and 
to the academy of Ogilvie, a Scotch- 
man who had left the earldom of 
Finlater and become a pedagogue in 
Virginia. It is said that the Earl 
was a strange mixture of the ancient 
rhapsodist and the strolling player, 
and that he was fitted to teach any- 
thing but common sense. Lord Ogilvie 
had the art of discoursing well on any 
subject ‘whether he knew it well or 
not. He dazzled much and pleased 
greatly, and obtained a high reputa- 
tion for himself and his academy. 
While he did not discipline the minds 
of his pupils he inspired them to high 
admiration for learning and for let- 
ters. The number of his students who 
reached distinction is proof that his 
lordship had something on the ball, 
to use the vulgar vernacular of our 
times. Among his students, who were 
not numerous, were Winfield Scott, 
William Qhmpbell Preston, B. Wat- 
kins Leigh, William. S. Archer and 
William C. Rives. 

In Virginia in those days the young 
gentlemen and ladies were not sent 
to colleges. Private tutors were pvlen- 
tiful, young Scotchmen who had grad- 
uated at Glasgow, Edinburgh or Aber- 
deen. They were sent over to the 
planter’s like other necessary items 
of supplies. Further education was 
furnished by academies such as Ogil- 
vie’s. So from Ogilvie’s ISeaton 
plunged into politics, the correct thing 
for a young gentleman of the day. 
At the age of eighteen, inspired by 
Ogilvie, he was ready to take part 
in public affairs. Party ran high, Vir- 
ginia politics flushed with recent suc- 
cess, had added to the usual passions 
of the contest those of victory. 

Young Seaton had a talent that 
was rare among the younger members 
of the party. He could write promptly 
and pleasingly. He became an assist- 
ant editor of one of the Richmond 
journals. He had already learned the 
art of printing in an office where he 
became the companion and friend of 
Thomas Ritchie, and it is more than 
probable that many of his youthful 
editorials were set up bv his own 
hands. Attaining by degrees a youth- 
ful reputation, he was invited to 
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edit a paper in Petersburg, “The Re- 
publican.” Its editor and proprietor, 
Thomas Field, was planning to leave 
the country for an indefinite period. 
Having acquitted himself well during 
the absence of Field, Seaton became 
the proprietary editor of “The North 
Carolina Journal,” published at Hali- 
fax, the old capitol of the state, and 
the only newspaper there. 

Seaton found the region to be 
strongly Federalist and the paper had 
long been an organ of that party. 
Seaton changed its politics to Repub- 
lican. It is said that while he took 
a determined stand in politics, he was 
moderate and fair in reporting local 
news and was a credit to the press 
of his time. He made a success of 
the paper and enlarged its circula- 
tion, so that when he sold it he 
received double the amount he paid 
for it. 

He went to Raleigh, the new state 
capitol, and became connected with 
the ‘ Register,” then owned and edited 
by the elder Joseph Gales, whose 
daughter Seaton married. Seaton re- 
mained at Raleigh until he was called 
to Washington to work with his 
brother-in-law, the younger Joseph 
Gales. The younger Gales had gone to 
Washington from Philadelphia in Oc- 
tober 1807 to be a reporter on the 
“National Intelligencer.” 

“The National Intelligencer and 
Washington Advertiser” started as a 
tri-weekly in 1800. Its first issue bore 
the date of October 31st. The latter 
half of its title was dropped in 1810. 
This was the old “Gazetteer” which 
had belonged to the elder Gales and 
which he had left in 1799, when he 
went to Raleigh to establish the “Reg- 
ister.” The editor of “The National 
Intelligencer” was Samuel Harrison 
Smith who took the younger Gales 
into partnership in 1809. Smith who 
had taken over Gales’ “Independent 
Gazetteer” published at Philadelphia 
moved the plant to Washington when 
the government moved there: In 1810 
Smith retired leaving young Gales the 
sole proprietor, editor and reporter of 
the “Intelligencer.” When the British 
sacked Washington the plant of the 
paper was partially destroyed. In Oc- 
tober 1812, intending to change the 
paper to a daily young Gales invited 
Seaton to join him. 

From the time of their partner- 
ship until 1820, Gales and Seaton were 
the exclusive reporters as well as 
the editors of their journal—one of 
them devoting himself to the Senate 
and the other to the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Generally speaking they 
published only running reports, on 
special occasions, however, they gave 
speeches and the entire proceedings. 
In those davs they had seats of honor 
assigned to them directly by the side 
of the presiding officers; and over 
the snuff-box, in a quiet and fam- 
iliar manner, the topics of the day 
were often discussed. 

It was due to the interest and 
foresight of Joseph Gales (the Young- 
er) and Seaton that many important 
speeches were preserved, notably 
those of Webster and Hayne. Gales 
died in Washington, D. C., July 21, 
1860 and Seaton died June 16, 1866. 
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I have found yumas in the field.

ing as a charm—given him by his 
father. 

The story begins in a sporting 
goods store in Wichita, Kans. Three 
sportsmen were looking at bows and 
arrows. While they were looking at 
the bows a young fellow, rather 
poorly dressed, joined them and 
looked longingly at these beautiful 
bows. They soon learned that he was 
an Indian from Montana. 

When the men started checking 
on arrows the Inaiar reached into 
his shirt front and pulled out a long, 
slim majestic arrow point. “How’s 
that for an arrew?” the men al! 
looked. But one oi them recognized 
it as a yuma, “What will you take 
for it?” he asked the Indian. The 
Indian smiled sadly. “It is not for 
sale. My grandfather found it. He 
wore it around his neck on a buck- 
skin thong—for luck, safety, health, 
—a charm. When he died my father 
wore it. Then when he died I took it, 
and now I wear it.” 

One of the sportsmen took out 
five five dollar bills. “Here I’ll give 
you these bills,—$25.00. The Indian 
hesitated—started away—then turned 
and came back. “Let me have the 
money. I know what $25.00 will do 
for me. I am not certain that this 
spear ever brought my grandfather, 
father, or me any luck, If so, I never 
knew it.” 

The man who got it knew that 
I collected yumas. So the yuma now 
reposes in my collection, I call it 
my “Charm Yuma.” 

This yuma is what I term a typ- 
ical Montana yuma. These yumas 
have very bold, distinct heavy, uni- 
form flaking. 1 have three of these 
in my collection. One was found near 
Rock Lake not far from_ Dillon, 
Mont.,—a second near Cook City, 
Mont., and the “Charm Yuma” some- 
where in Montana. 

This Charm Yuma has a little more 
prominent shoulders than most yu- 
mas. If any collector has a yuma 
of this type of flaking it is quite 


probable that it was found in the 
states of Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Oregon or Washington. 

Thus, I have termed this my most 
“unusual yuma,”—not because of the 
shape or material of the yuma, but 
because it was found in a very un- ~ 
usual place,—under the shirt of an 
Indian,—worn on a buckskin thong. 


New Bandages 
For Ancient Peruvian 


A Smithsonian curator was in San 

Diego, Calif., on June 21 to ban- 
dage a 1500-year-old Peruvian skull. 
The skull was tended by George 
Griffenhagen, associate curator of the 
Smithsonian’s Division of Medicine 
and Public Health, who took along 
a quantity of Peruvian mummy cor- 
dage and 1500-year-old Peruvian cot- 
ton gauze. 
_ The San Diego Museum of Man 
is in possession of the oldest West- 
ern Hemisphere example of surgical 
dressing known. The original Peru- 
vian skull was collected by the late 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka of the Smithso- 
nian Institution and was left in San 
Diego for the Panama-California Ex- 
position of 1915. Collected from a pre- 
historic cemetery in the Nasca region 
of Peru, it still bears the original sur- 
gical dressing, consisting of a roll 
of finely woven white cotton gauze 
held in place by several strands of 
strong, finely twisted woolen cord. 
Part of the scalp and some of the 
hair are still retained under the 
bandage and cords. 

Mr. Griffenhagen’s task is to pre- 
pare an exact duplicate of this 
skull from original materials of the 
same period and area, and this will 
be used in a Smithsonian exhibit 
tracing the evolution of surgical 
dressing from prehistoric man to the 
bandage of today. Johnson & John- 
son, of New Brunswick, N. J., is sup- 
porting the research for the prep- 
aration of this significant duplicate. 
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INDIAN LEGENDS

The legend of Ko-Ko-Kas, the Owl 
is an interesting one. 

There was an old couple who lived 
in a village by the river. They had 
a daughter who was both beautiful 
and clever. All the young men wanted 
her but she refused them all. At last, 
the father declared that his future 
son-in-law must be able to spit into 
hot coals and make them blaze up. 

There was a mysterious old wom- 
an in the village who was said to be 
m’teulin or gifted with magic power. 
She was considered one of the most 
potent sorceresses among the Waba- 
naki, and was allied to the powerful 
and terrible family of the Owls—The 
Great Horned Owl being her nephew. 

The nephew, at the time was living 
as a young Indian, skillful and brave, 
spending most of his time in the 
woods alone. 

His aunt suggested that he trv 
and win the girl, and by her magic 
made it possible for him to perform 
the fire-spitting feat. 

In the evening when there were 
many warriors. including the chief 
present, he walked in and spit on the 
fire. It blazed so high that it seared 
the roof. The marriage ceremony was 
performed at once. 

The next morning the wife rose to 
light the fire, and gazing at her 
sleening husband saw something that 
filled her with terror. It was the 
gleam in his awful eyes as he opened 
and shut them, and his ears stood 
erect through great masses of black 
hair. 

The spell was broken by the aunt 
who entered noiselessly. The girl fied, 
refusing to return to the husband or 
see him. 

Owl left the village, but tried to

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get her back to schemes. Finally, he 
decided to take another name and in 
the form of a handsome young In- 
dian came to the village again. On the 
first day he killed a moose, and a 
bear. A great feast was held, and the 
bride and her parents invited. 

All went well until after dinner 
when Owl proposed that everyone tell 
the most remarkable experience that 
had ever happened to them. When 
the bride’s turn came, she asked all 
present to show their ears. 

Everyone but Owl complied, and 
his excuse was he didn’t want to 
muss his head-dress. But the guests 
roared for a sight of his ears and 
he became so angry that he threw 
back his hair thus disclosing his horn- 
like ears. 

His aunt angry used all her magic 
to gain fresh m’teulin power. She 
made a flute which, when played, 
would win all hearts. 

One day Owl was sitting in the 
woods high in a tree, musing moodily 
on his sorrows, when his wife came 
and sat down under the tree. She 
also had a flute and played softly. 
Then she realized that a great mas- 
ter was playing along with her, the 
melody had won, and Owl came sail- 
ing down and carried her away.

Still another legend comes from the 
heart of the Iroquois country near 
Lake Canandaigua in New York 
State, where there is a wild and fear- 
ful precipice. At the time when the 
Senecas were at war a young Algon- 
quin chief was taken prisoner and 
condemned to die. While he was con- 
fined in the cabin of death the young 
daughter of the sachem brought him 
food. She fell in love with him and 
resolved to save his life. 

One morning just at dawn, she 
stole silently to the captive and cut 
the thongs, telling him to follow her. 

They had nearly reached the lake 
over which they had planned to es- 
cape, when a war-whoop told them 
they were pursued. They fled through 
the woods to the border of the lake, 
but to no avail. They finally reached 
the table rock, and realizing that 
escape was impossible, they stood 
hands clasped awaiting their fate. 
When the band arrived, headed by 
Wun-nut-hat, the girl begged for 
mercy. The father refused, and just 
as the warriors were about to seize 
her lover, the lovers flung themselves 
from the rock, locked in firm em- 
brace, and disappeared in the gulf 
below. Later two hollows like sunken 
graves were pointed out as the burial 
place of the lovers. 

Practically every mountain range 
has it’s “Lover’s Leap,’ and the story 
is not always told as an Indian Leg- 

nd, often being brought down to 
the times of the French and Indian 
war, or the Revolution. 

Some historians tell us that the 
names preserved in the Indian Leg- 
ends have no significance, as Wenona 
is the common Dakota name for the 
eldest daughter, while in the Iroquois 
tribe Wun-nut-hay means “fair one.” 
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“LITTLE LADY” 


“Little Lady,” is what the Spokane, 
Wash., Indians call Mrs. J. W. Dun- 
ning, Spokane, Wash., collector of In- 
dian relics. The Colville Indians of 
Washington State call her “Whinem 
Whinem,” which means hummingbird, 
or one who gathers sweetness. 

Mrs. Dunning is said to be better 
known among the Indians of the - 
Northwest than any other white wom- 
an. For more than thirty years she 
has made a study of the life, habits, 
customs and art work of various 
tribes. She surrounds herself in her

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home with the historical and beautiful 
relics of the Indians. 

Born in Leavensworth, Kans., and 
raised in the old governor’s palace at 
Santa Fe, N. M., she was early im- 
bued with a love of the Indian arti- 
facts and history of the west and 
northwest. Her father did research 
work for the Smithsonian Institution 
in the 80’s. As a child Mrs. Dunning 
had a Navajo nurse, and it was the 
latter who awakened an interest in 
the lore of the Red Man in the im- 
pressionistic mind of the little girl. 

Mrs. Dunning has crowded much 
into her seventy years. From school 
she went to California, joined the art 
department of the Los Angeles Times, 
and later became a staff artist of the 
Portland, Ore., Oregonian. In Seattle 
in 1905 she met Dr. Dunning, pioneer 
dentist of the Northwest and they 
were married. 

One of the highlights of Mrs. Dun- 
ning’s collection is a group of 400 
woven Indian bags. She has numerous 
Indian baskets. One of the most in- 
teresting is one described as a “Col- 
ville Indian basket.” One day while an 
Indian lady was looking at the bas- 
ket, she picked up the limp, folded 
two-inch specimen, and explained that 
it was a winding basket. “ When I 
was a small girl,” she said, “I would 
go with my grandmother to get seeds, 
and the seeds were put into such a 
basket after the chaff was blown 
away.” 

History and knowledge i is vast, and 
one cannot cover it in a few para- 
graphs. Mrs. Dunning says she feels 
as an old Indian woman once did 
when asked to tell the story of a 
small pillow. It was beaded with a 
horse, bird, and flower design. The 
old Indian lady shook her head sadly 
and said, “I wish I could, for on that 
small beaded surface is the story of 
my life. I knelt for seven years at 
my grandmother’s knee each night 
while she told me the story, so how 
can I give you the knowledge in half 
an hour?” Mrs. Dunning feels the 
same way.

EARLY INDIAN FESTIVAL 

Christopher Gist (1706-1759) told of 
a festival in an Indian town in his 
journal: 

“In the evening a proper officer made 
a public proclamation that all Indian 
marriages were dissolved, and a public 
feast was to be held for the three suc- 
cessive days after, in which the women 
(as was their custom) were again to 
choose their husbands. 

“The next morning early the Indians 
breakfasted and after spent the day in 
dancing until the evening, when a plen- 
tiful feast was prepared, after feasting 
they spent the night in dancing. 

“The same way they passed the next 
two days until the evening, the men 
dancing by themselves, and then the 
women in turns around the fires and 
dancing in their manner in the form of 
a figure eight about 60 or 70 of them 
at a time. The women the whole time 
that they danced sang a song in their 
language, the chorus of which was 

I am not afraid of my husband 
I will choose what man I please 

“The third day in the evening, the 
men, about 100 in number, danced in a 
long string following one another, some- 
times at length and other times in a 
figure eight, quite round the fort and 
in and out of a long building, where 
they held their councils, the women 
standing together as the men danced by 
them; and as any of the women liked 
a man passing by, she stepped in and 
joined in the dancing, taking hold of 
the man’s shroud whom she chose and 
then continued in the dance until the 
rest of the women stepved in and made 
their choice in the same manner.”

Visitors to Washington, D. C., 
shouldn’t fail to see the Sword In 
America, 1000 A.D. to 1954, a most 
unusual display at the Corcoran Art 
Gallery. This exhibition, largely the 
work of the Director, Mr. Williams, 
himself a collector and Harold L. 
Peterson, an authority on American 
weapons, ties in various articles of 
art such as prints, paintings, etc., 
with historic American Military 
sword types which are illustrated in 
some cases by them. Of interest 
both from an artistic and arms col- 
lector point of view. 


Someone noticed that while a brass 
cartridge case has its shoulder, neck 
and mouth at one end, its head is at 
the other. 

The Morning Star was a most un- 
usual weapon often called also a “holy 
water sprinkler” suggesting that 
someone with a peculiar sense of hu- 
mor had named it. This truncheon, 
which was nothing more than a club 
with a large bulbous end which in 
turn was covered with spikes, was an 
example of ecclesiastical compromise 
since it was carried by the clergy in 
warfare. The clergy of that date, the 
middle ages, were not allowed to 
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“smite with the sword,” but since 


nothing was said about clubs they 
could go into battle carrying one of 
these without fear of denunciation or 
censure. 


The “mafia gun” or sawed-off shot- 
gun reputedly has its origin in New 
Orleans. The barrel of this weapon 
was cut down to less than eighteen

GUNS, a publication sponsored by 
the American Weapons Corporation, 
3031 West Burbank Boulevard, Burbank, 
Calif., has just appeared in its secord 
edition, the 1955. The book, published 
and distributed by the Gun Digest Com- 
pany of Chicago, is 160 pages, chock- 
full of good buys in modern and antique 
weapons and available for $2. You won’t 
find too much here in the way of full- 
sized articles with the exception of some 
on the Frontier Colts.'A good and in- 
teresting buy in any event. 


The Moros of the Philippines at one 
time carried various edged hand weapons 
as part of their everyday dress. After 
the age of sixteen years all males went 
about fully armed, except in those settle- 
ments which were originally under Span- 
ish and later American rule. These weap- 
ons were of fine steel, handmade and of 
several distinct types. Among these were 
the barong, the campilan and the kris, 
which were most favored. The first was 
shaped somewhat like a butcher’s cleaver, 
with thick back and thin edge; with this 
a skilled warrior could cut an opponent 
in half with one blow. The campilan is 
a straight-edged, two-handed sword, w‘th 
a blade wide at the tip and steadily nar- 
rowing towards the hilt; it was used 
only for cutting. The straight kris is a 
narrow-bladed weapon with bevel-edged, 
used both for cutting and thrusting. The 
serpent kris has a wavy, double-edged 
blade used both for thrusting and cut- 
ting and because of its construction can 
cause horrible wounds.

The search for multiple fire and 
automatic fire weapons has been a 
part of man’s pre-occupation for a 
long time. One type or another has 
been invented or re-invented at some 
time or another as far back as the 
ancients, only to be forgotten. Most 
of these were actually multiple fire 
weapons which were loaded up and 
fired till empty. Types such as the 
Gatling Gun of Civil War Days were 
not truly automatic since they re- 
quired cranking. It was not until 
Maxim invented the first truly auto- 
matic weapon just before the turn of 
the century that the very nature of 
warfare itself became changed. The 
machine gun for the first time per- 
mitted small groups of men to con- 
trol large bodies of same. Coming 
at a time of great Colonial Wars it 
permitted the crushing of primitive 
groups and spelled the death knell to

On Sunday, October 17, 1954, in 
the Los Angeles Times, there was 
a most interesting article about one 
of the most interested and_ inter- 
esting, as well as discriminating, of 
the present day card collectors— 
Adolph Scheuner of Sierra Madre, 
Calif. Mr. Scheuner who is known 
as a helpful friend to many col- 
lectors of long standing, is a living 
example of the fact that post cards 
appeal to the educated and traveled, 
and that collecting them is not just 
a passing fad. He was born in Swit- 
zerland, and has lived and worked 
in many countries with the Ritz- 
Carlton chain of hotels. He not onlv 
has collected cards around the world, 
but many interesting and life-long 
friends with whom he has kept con- 
tact through the years. 

At one time, Mr. Scheuner had an 
unusual collection of 60,000 quality 
cards ranging from Swiss views of 
1882 down to modern times. But his 
liberality, and his interest in vari- 
ous museums and collectors, have 
reduced the numbers. His large col- 
lection of castle cards, of which we 
wrote a while back, have been sent 
to the International Castle Research 
Society in Zurich, Switzerland, and 
other outstanding groups to other 
worthwhile projects. He is still in- 
terested in castle and costume cards 
of Europe, and in old California, 
and Indian cards. ; 

Mr. Scheuner was one of the char- 
ter members of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Post Card Club, one of the 
largest local clubs today, whose 400 
members meet monthly to exchange 
ecards and ideas. The cards pictured 
with Mr, Scheuner are old German 
“Gruss Aus” cards, castles, costumes 
and a needlework tapestry card of 
Coney Island. 


Another collector of long standing 
who has many friends among the

newer collectors is Harry Buhler of 
South Ozone Park, L. I., New York. 
He writes: 

“I at one time had close to 50,000 
view cards, and being a pioneer col- 
lector, have always selected the col- 
lectors items regardless of price. But 
in recent years, I have donated many 
thousands of cards for the yearly 
All-state convention for raffle, and 
also local clubs throughout the 
states. 

“In the years I have collected (and 
that covers a period of 35 years) 
the hobby has grown rapidly, and 
sentiment is fading away. In the 
early days, collectors put more senti- 
ment into the exchange’ than 
value. One could exchange card for 
card regardless of the value, to com- 
plete the sets or series, regardless 
of commercial value. 


“At one time, I stated in my bul- 
letin that collecting post cards was 
an inexpensive hobby, and one could 
acquire a fine collection at a min- 
imum of expense. I am enclosing 
copies of the “Ace-Hi Rainbow Bul- 
letin” (this is one of the interesting 
smaller post card papers, and it and 
others are doing their share to get 
postcard collecting out of the pen- 
pal class into the educational hob- 
by class.) 


From Minneapolis, Minn., comes 
interesting information from Mrs. 
John Sukalo, retiring president of 
the Paul Bunyan Post Card Club. 
She has just recently turned the 
presidency over to Fred Wetterstrom 
and she will now have time to write 
us more about the interesting col- 
lectors and collections in the club. 
Recently the club held a work shop 
in which they learned how to make 
more interesting and better exhibits 
and displays—an idea that could be 
used to advantage by any local club. 


Did you ever hear of Cadiz, Ohio? 
A while back, we passed on an item 
sent in by H. B. McConnell, of Cadiz, 
in which he told of post cards print- 
ed in Cadiz in 1888 by Charles A. 
Hanna. , 

Again Mr. McConnell furnishes us 
with very interesting information: 
“Our Main Street only lacks boost- 
ing to give it a reputation, so many 
people of national prominence 
have lived on it, Clark Gable and 
General George A. Custer provid- 
ing only a part of its claim to prom- 
inence. Our court house is 1280 feet 
above sea level, our Methodist 
Church on Main Street has an en- 


dowment of a million dollars, the 
bank on Main Street was robbed of 
$260,000 in 1866, and there is much 
else I am not mentioning. 

“Bingham, the leading prosecutor 
in the Lincoln Conspiracy trial, who 
wrote the controversial part of the 
14th Amendment, Simpson who 
made the prayer at the White 
House and at Lincoln’s funeral, Vin- 
cent and Stanton who had charge 
of the room where Lincoln died all 
lived on Main Street in Cadiz at one 
time.” And Mr. McConnell sends 
cards that tell this and more. The 
one which interests us most is one 
with the title “Clark Gable, Born in 
Cadiz, Ohio, Feb. 1st, 1901, Reads 
His Home Town Paper,” and printed 
across the card this message to ap- 
pear as an autograph “To The ‘Re- 
publican’ with my kindest wishes al- 
ways, Clark Gable.” 

J. R. Burdick, author of The 
American Card Catalogue and The 
Handbook of the Detroit Publishing 
Co. Post Cards, had a very informa- 
tive article in the Card Collectors 
Bulletin (published by Mr. Bray for 
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A Unique Post Card group from

Collectors of all types of cards) for 
August 1, 1954, entitled “Early 
American Post Cards.” We would 
like to quote a paragraph which will 
help you understand the controversy 
about when post cards started in this 
country, and what significance the 
1898 date has. 

“The Post Office has, of course, 
had various rates and regulations 
pertaining to mailable matter. The 
important distinction has been that 
a written message required tse first 
class rate, whereas otherwise the 
lower 8rd class or printed matter 
rate would apply. The Authorization 
Act of May 19, 1898, did not legalize 
post cards as they were already in 
use at that time. It merely gave 
them, under certain regulations, the 
same rates and privileges that were 
enjoyed by the government postal 
card.” 

(Several months ago we had a- 
mong our illustrations several of 
these earlier American cards from 
1896 and 1897.) on 


In November, 1954, Morris Beck 
of Whitewater, Wis., began a new 
publication called Courthouse News. 
The magazine is slanted to help the 
collectors of both old sand modern 
post eard views of county court 
houses. Because of the number of 
collectors with this specialty, it 
should be a popular and helpful 
paper. 

Any good activity, clubs, papers, 
exhibits, are helping to build inter- 
est. However, many start and few 
prove successful, We have seen many 
clubs and papers start, often with a 
big splash, and we have seen many 
of them miss the mark and fold up. 
(We know-mixed metaphor!) We 
have the most beautiful artist de- 
signed insignia from one club which 
lasted for a year and must have cost 
its founder a pretty sum. The mem- 
ber list was a duplicate of several 
other clubs. Unless we have some- 
thing new to offer, or can reach a 
different group of people, our efforts 
are often futile. We hope the Court- 
house News, as its name seems to 
imply, will continue to have some- 
thing new to offer collectors. 

* * * 

Susan Mowray, Providence, R. I., 
writes: 

“My collection is not large, 30,000 
to 40,000. I like quality rather than 
quantity. That is why I buy so few 
of the ordinary cards. I think the 
colors are atrocious. When one looks 
at the coloring of the Detroit cards 
of 1906-1910 period, one wonders 
what has happened to color processes 
of today. 

“When the post card craze was on, 
I joined one of the clubs and ex- 
changed cards for several years— 
kept them over the years—had 6 or 
7 albums. Mother was interested in 
Art and Literature, She collected an 
album of about 3800 art reproduc- 
tions—Stengel, Rotograph, etc. She 
also had poets, home, and cathed- 
rals. These I prize very much. I have 
old cards before the post card, 1840 
reward of merit, 1850 sentiment 
cards, 1860 Sunday School cards, 
advertising cards, and scrap cards. 

“T keep my cards in large size 
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loose-leaf scrap books. I arrange the 
cards in designs, types, etc., and 
fasten them in with photo corners. 
I mount the Stengel Art Cards (she 
enclosed one mounted with gold art 
corners on photo mounting paper, 
and typed the name of the publisher 
and date on the mounting paper. It 
was very attractive.) 

“JT visited many art shops, but 
found none better than the one here 
in Providence where I get many of 
my art cards.”

Mrs Eugene Olson of Inver 
Grove, Minn.,: 

“T collect only four types—church- 
es (all faiths, world wide, interior, 
exterior, chapels, shrines, cathedrals, 
grottos, mosques, temples, all); 
ones, but still looking for old or 
state (have most of the common 
uncommon maps); animals (birds, 
mammals, fish, insects, amphibious, 
reptiles, etc. These must be good 
pictures and have the correct name 
—as Monarch Butterfly, timber _rat- 
tle snake, rainbow trout, etc.) ; Flow- 
ers and trees (The same rule holds 
for these as for the animals). I have 
filed at the moment the following in 
the types I collect: U. S. Churches 
5900, foreign churches 2000; state 


488; animals 480; flowers 112; trees 
26;”

Mrs. Mary Arnold, Connersville, 
Ind., is now specializing in old In- 
diana cards. She has given one pro- 
gram on old Indiana cards, and has 
four ribbons and prizes (three 
firsts) from Hobby show exhibits. 

“T specialize in San Antonio cards. 

Paul J. Barron, San Antonio. Tex.: 
I have about 450, mostly pre-1915. 

“Have you ever seen a “Hold to 
Mirror” card? I found one last week. 
It shows a pretty girl holding a post 
card in front of a mirror. Held be- 
fore a glass, it reads ‘Will you be 
mine?’ The drawing of this is by 
Dwig. At the same place I bought 
a Hold-to-Light card which normal- 
ly shows a girl with a pvrettv butter- 
fly above her. Held to the light, the 
body of the girl becomes the body 
of a_ butterfly with beautiful out- 
stretched wings. 

“T also have been trving to com- 
plete two sets of Mexican Pancho 
Villa cards. I have most of them, but 
not ali.”

Thomas Anfus, Irvington, N. J. 

“We have about 50 post card al- 
bums full of cards. They hold about 
400 cards each. Also we have 1900 
L. L. cards, and many cards for ex- 
change.”

Dwight E. Parker, Athol, Mass.: 

“In cleaning out the attic of the 
old house, I found my two albums 
of cards which were sent and given 
to me in the early 1900’s; also my 
mother’s two albums, grandmother’s 
two and great-grandmother’s two. 
In looking them over, I found greet- 
ings, and many views of local towns 
—Athol, Arange, Templeton, Pald- 
winville, Gardner, Westminster, etc. 
I decided to see if I could find differ- 
ent views of these same towns, and 
I certainly have. Up to now, I have 
two hundred of Athol, and nearly 
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as many of Gardner, and there are 
still many I have yet to get.” 

“I’m also collecting old railroad 
depots with a train waiting for pass- 
engers, and trains on trestles or high 
bridges. 

* * * 

We have recently heard of several 
large collections of cards, being built 
by those who seemingly have the 
money to buy collections in any num- 
ber, and certain cards at any price, 
but who have no time nor any en- 
thusiasm for clubs or exchanges. 
Most of us, however, are not able 
to buy unlimitedly, are not ueces- 
sarily living in large wealthy cities 
where the art and antique stores are 
numerous, are not able to travel ex- 
tensively, cannot house extensive col- 
lections. We depend on ads for small- 
er numbers of cards, on exchange 
clubs, on friends met through maga- 
zines, and exchange of ideas as well 
as cards with helpful friends. Since 
we first heard of post card collect- 
ing through HOBBIES, and got our 
start on art and foreign cards 
through other collectors, it would 
be hard to imagine what a poor col- 
lection we could have accomplished 
alone. When we go to the library 
and look up the “Picture Post Card” 
in the Reader’s Guide we meet our- 
self and HOBBIES! “Picture Post 
Card” department. As some readers 
have written, they were amazed + 
find that we were not rehashing the 
encyclopedia, and a library of books 
on cards. We were amazed too, the 
first time we tried to run into the 
library and get some material. We 
are amazed too, every time we write 
a group of publishers, dealers, etc., 
how they with few exceptions ignore 
you, postpone answering, or say they 
have no knowledge, or that their 
numbering or processes are secret, 
ete., etc. We are therefore depend- 
ent upon the bits of knowledge com- 
ing in hundreds of letters, gleaned 
from cards sent by collectors, kept 
in a file like that of a historian, and 
pieced together like the parts of a 
jigsaw puzzle. It is therefore un- 
imaginable to us not to be indebted 
to hundreds of you collectors for 
both bits of information and cards 
we would never have dreamed exist- 
ed. We need knowledge and litera- 
ture before speculation and hoard- 
ing. We need widespread demand be- 
fore high prices. 

* * * 


We are glad to note that those 
who write us about their cards, do 
not just give us a brag about the 
number they have, but tell us gbout 
kinds, and give us ideas about spec- 
ialties, about filing, about mounting 
cards in the manners harmless to 
the cards, about clubs and papers 
past and present, about their exhi- 
bits, and prizes. We are regretful 
that our budget does not allow us 
to belong to all clubs, and take all 
papers. Yet if we did, we might be 
so busy reading birthday and lucky 
card corners that we would neglect 
our research. We try to pass on all 
news sent in on time by the ones 
authorized to do so, but several times 
we have had information on colle: 
ors sent us, and the collectors them- 
selves have objected to being quot-

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New Fossil Beds Opened 


New fields for fossil hunting are 
being opened in. various parts of the 
country, mainly through the construc- 
tion of new highways, improvement 
of old ones, and with the opening of 
strip coal mines. Huge earth moving 
machines have opened large areas 
where fossils have laid buried for 
millions of years. The building of 
roads by state, city, and county means 
the cutting into hills for the road 
beds and the opening of new and 
large gravel pits for sand and gravel 
in the construction. Much prehistoric 
marine and swamp life has thus been 
laid bare and may be had for the 
picking. : 

The hills so common to the Great 
Lakes region are the result of an 
Ice Age that covered parts of Can- 
ada and the northern part of the 
United States. It continued roughly 
for a million years, with four glacial 
and three interglacial ages. As the 
ice melted it left, in its wake, hills 
which are known as moraines and 
kames. These glacialed hills generally 
consist of a thin layer of top soil,

under which is a layer of clay and 
rock from three to six feet thick. Be- 
neath these is a layer of coarse to 
fine gravel several feet to inches 
thick. And at the bottom there is a 
great quantity of sand extending 
many feet down. The contents of the 
hills vary a great deal, but gener- 
ally the best fossils are found in the 
clay and rock layer. There are some 
to be found in the gravel layer, too, 
but these are generally as much, wa- 
ter-worn as the gravel itself. Both 
plant and animal life of prehistoric 
times, now fossilized, may be found 
in glacial debris. 

A visit to a gravel pit, small or 
large, which may be found on a farm, 
the outskirts of a town, a county 
gravel pit or road building site in ‘the 
glacial drift areas, will be quite re- 
warding to any one interested in 
fossil hunting. Here, among the thou- 
sands of rocks protruding from the 
walls of the pit or on the floor, one 
will notice many kinds of rocks. With 
the knowledge of geology one will 
look for rocks where fossils are most 
likely to be preserved—on sedimen- 
tary rocks of sandstone, limestone 
and shales. 

In some hills more than others, 
there will be found small ‘to large 
putty-like gray masses that are not 
rock but crumble if picked up. They 
are fossils. The inexperienced col- 
lector easily takes them for pieces 
of marl, or if black in color from ex- 
posure, thinks them pieces of muck 
or burned wood. When wet these 
chunks may be removed and exam- 
ined, if one is careful. When dry they 
fall apart in scale-like pieces. No cell 
life can be seen among the fragments, 
and the’ inexperienced generally 
throws them away as utterly useless. 
They are, however, remains of prim- 
itive plant life—algae that lived and 
died in the glacial waters. Their mi- 
nute cell structure has disappeared 
due to the exerted pressure on the 
mass of algae by other glacial debris 
piling around it and burying it before 
it petrified. In the many pits opened 
about Jackson, Mich., many of these 
pieces of algae have been found along 


with the like algae of prehistoric 
times that have become fossils and 
are found in the same hill. 

Many of the limestones which had 
existed as live algae in the ancient 
seas of the Cambrian, Ordovician, 
Silurian, and Devonian have acted as 
graves for other plant and animal 
life of their time millions of years 
ago. As the marine life, corals, shells, 
crinoids, and trilobites died and sank 
toward the sea floor, they were 
caught in the living or dead masses 
of algae and held there, both petri- 
fied together. Thus the age of the 
algae can be determined by the kinds 
of other life it has imbedded in it. 

There are various other kinds of 
algae to be found in the glacial 
debris. Some with definite cellular 
structure, well preserved as simple 
globular cells in huge masses, others 
in their limy coating covering rocks, 
nodules, columnar, or biscuit shaped 
masses, superimposed or expanded 
sheets or lenses. They are found as 
spongy, vesicular or solid pieces of 
limestone. 

Embedded in many of the pieces of 
limestone, or sandstone or they may 
even be found free from rock, of the 
glacial debris are many species of 
the flowering animals — the corals. 
Their fossil remains occur in varied 
habits of growth as individuals or 
colonies or in masses. Their forms 
have been given such popular names 
as cup, honey-comb, chain, columnar,

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pipe organ, wasp nests and branch 
coral. Many grew in broad wavy 
sheets, some irregular in form, oth- 
ers cylindrical, branching or with 
long stalks and heads. 

A great variety of shell life can 
also be found in the glacial drift. 
They may be embedded and com- 
pressed in the limestone and sand- 
stone as to be impossible to extract, 
but occasionally good single shells 
can be picked free from the mixture. 
They are of the brachiopod (lamp 
shell), gastropod (snails), and mol- 
lusea (soft bodies) variety. There are 
several species of sponges to be 
found, smal! to large in size. The col- 
onies of Bryozoa, organisms of small 
soft lace-like matter, show their thin 
edges from many limestone rocks and 
can be studied under the magnifying 
glass. The stalk sections of the Cri- 
noids (sea lilies) are to be found 
in abundance covering limestone, for- 
mer algae masses. Some trilobites, 
the ancestors of our present day 
crabs, are in evidence among the oth- 
er fossils and 'were prominent in an- 
cient sea life. 

Picked up and transported along 
with other glacial debris are the re- 
mains of prehistoric swamp life of 
a later period — the Pennsylvanian. 
Huge pieces of rock that once were 
the wet, sandy, swamp soil are found 
containing the center root and root- 
lets of the Sigillaria tree. Single piec- 
es of the root or parts of this tree 
are commonly found free from rock. 
The bark impression of another club 
moss, the Lycopodiales, and the tree 
fern are occasionally found. Pith casts 
of both the Calamites and Cordai- 
tales are scattered in the debris about 
Jackson, Mich., as well as fern-leaf 
foliage impressed in the rock. Some 
of these finds have been located as 
coming from near the vicinity of 
Grand Ledge, Mich., because of the 
likeness of their iron content of rock. 

There is, however, a huge fossil 
bed of Calamites and Cordaitales 
trees and ferns which has been un- 
covered in recent years just a short 
distance north of Jackson, but in 
sandstone. Due to tthe depression and 
to the use of power machinery, drag 
lines, a strip coal mine was opened 
along highway U.S. 127 in the fall 
of 1936. The writer stopped and re- 
ceived permission to hunt fossils in 
the huge pit. Several large canyons 
had been dug through the Marshell 
sandstone laid down during the Penn- 
sylvanian epoch of the Carboniferous 
Period some 225 to 275 million years 
ago. The coal seam was some thirty 
feet below the surface and lay below 
the water level; seepage coming from 
the Grand River nearby. 


Many visits to the pit were made 
and the working out of fossil spe- 
cimens from the hardened Marshell 
sandstone required long and tedious 
hours of labor. It was a fossil hun- 
ter’s paradise, though, in the variety 
of specimens secured and number of 
excellent specimens of museum qual- 
ity found. 


_The fossil bed consisted mainly of 
pith casts of Cordaites and Cala- 
mites remains. In the small floor 


area excavated, the fossils lay in 
profusion, criss-crossing one anoth- 
er. Many were pressed together be- 
yond recovery in their fuli length. 
But many full length specimens were 
recovered an inch or so in diameter. 
Four exceptionally well preserved 
specimens of three or four inches in 
diameter and five and six foot 
lengths were removed. These are of 
museum value. The sizable Cor- 
daites tree is of great significance 
to the study of paleontology as it 
was thought to have grown on the 
uplands because so few specimens 
of it have ever been found. It is 
now known to be associated with 
the prehistoric swamp life. 

Another notable ‘find’ was the 
discovery of ten seeds of several 
varieties in a small pocket in the 
rock among charred plant remains. 
They were of the seed ferris that 
grew among the prehistoric swamp 
flora and range in size from a hazel 
nut to that of a large acorn. 

A six-inch length of a Calamites 
stalk became an interesting “find” 
when it was discovered it had an 
upper part of several sections di- 
vided in an unequal “Y” shape, and 
a new sprout started extending to a 
considerable length. Such a sprout- 
ing of an injured plant is found in 
the present day ancestors of the 
Common Scouring Rush (Equise- 
tum hiemale) a few of the upper 
nodes bringing forth small branches. 
A complete root of the Calamites, 
a foot in length, was recovered in- 
tact. Many broken specimens lying 
loose among the numerous rock piles 
on the surface were recovered. 

Only a very small area of the huge 
pit was worked and there remain 
good possibilities that many other 
large and new specimens still lie 
buried, but are impossible to dig 
up without the use of power machin- 
ery. All specimens found contained 
charred remains of their former plant 
life. Each layer had met its de- 
struction apparently by the same 
means—fire caused by lightning, as 
man did not appear on earth till a 
much later time. 


For a beginner or advanced stu- 
dent wishing to start or enlarge his 
collection of fossils, he will gen- 
erally find suitable specimens in a 
visit to a gravel pit, a strip mine, 
a limestone quarry, exposed rock 
strata, a tunnel, the river gorge, a 
mountain ledge, or a road cut. All 
are generally excellent places to find 
fossil life of prehistoric seas or 
swamp life. 

Life on earth has, through the 
millions of years of its existence 
varied greatly in forms in both plant 
and animals. Nature in those millions 
of years has made many experiments 
in both plant and animal life. Each 
has lived its span of life, some 
to change little, others to change 
greatly from simple beginnings but 
many and varied have been the spe- 
cies that have died out leaving only 
fossil evidence as to their former 
existence. These fossils of plant or 
animal life may consist as bone, shell, 
wood, or mere impressions of a leaf, 
mold and cast, or such traces of 
them as worm holes or foot prints.

Jack Norworth 


One of the foremost collectors of 
miniaturia in the country is Jack 
Norworth author of such hits as 
“Take Me Out to the Ball Game,” 
“When It’s Apple Blossom Time in 
Normandy,” “Shine on Harvest 
Moon” and others. 


The one hobby interest having the 
strongest continuous appeal to Mr. 
Norworth over a period of years is 
miniatures. He has more than 30,000 
Lilliputian objects which make up 
what he appropriately calls, “It’s a 
Small World.” 


Throughout his years in the theatre 
doing vaudeville and musical comedy 
roles, he constantly added to his col- 
lection. Probablv one of his greatest 
favorites is his four and one half 
inch model of Lord Nelson’s Victory 
made by a French prisoner of ‘war. 
It is a delicate masterpiece which 
Mr. Norworth was a long time acquir- 
ing, because the craftsman, who de- 
signed the piece was reluctant to 
part with it. After much patient ne- 
gotiating, Mr. Norworth finally suc- 
ceeded in purchasing it. 


Mr. Norworth came by his minia- 
turia love naturally. His father was a 
miniaturia collector and assembled a 
fine collection throughout his life- 
time. The younger Norworth inherit- 
ed his collection and continued to 
add to it from a genuine love for the 
world of tiny things.

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STEAMSHIPS 


Playing cards have been used as 
an advertising medium since 1885, 
and Steamships like railroads make 
use of the playing cards, not only as 
an advertising medium but also as 
a souvenir item. The card collector 
from eight to eighty years of age 
has found the Steamships to be an 
ideal topic to collect as a companion 
with the Railroad cards, discussed in 
October. Steamships and ocean liners 
are so familiar to us that it is very 
easy to pass them by without asso- 
ciating playing cards with them, yet 
they are most interesting. 

In 1492, playing cards were on 
Columbus’ ships—-at least on one of 
them, because the legend is that the 
men, sea weary and frightened began 
to think the cards were an ill omen, 
and crediting the superstitions of evil 
with the cards, threw them over- 
board. Land was sighted the next day. 
For the return voyage, they made 
cards of the large copas leaves, hav- 
ing forgotten the old superstition. 
This is the earliest record of cards 
used on ship. 

James Rumsey of Maryland is cred- 
ited with having successfully oper- 
ated a steamboat on the Potomac in 
1786. This craft attained a speed of 
four miles per hour, and Rumsey 
received a grant to navigate the wa- 
ters of New York, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. In 1790. John Fitch built a 
steamboat which attained a speed of 
eight miles per hour and carried pas- 
sengers between Philadelphia and 
Burlington. In 1788 in Great Britain, 
Patrick Mueller built a Steamboat but 
it was not until 1812 that Bell, Napier 
and Robertson built the Comet which 
was used for passenger service on 
the Clyde. In 1814 the Marjorie was

built and was the first one to operate 

on the Thames. In 1819 the Savan- 

nah sailed from Savannah to Liver- 

pool in twenty-nine days and eleven 

hours. This was a full rigged sailing 

ship fitted with engines and side pad- 
es. 

In 18338 the Royal William built 
in* Quebec made the voyage in seven- 
teen days. In 1833 the Great Western 
was built and made the voyage to 
New York in fifteen days. The Great 
Britain was the first iron steamship 
driven by a screw propeller to cross 
the Atlantic. In 1858 the Great East- 
ern, designed by Brunel, was 
launched. Now the screw propeller 
was conceded to be superior to the 
side paddles or paddle wheels, and 
the steamship now began to replace 
the sailing vessels. 

When the Royal William (the first 
Canadian steamboat to cross the At- 
lantic to England, 1833), sailed on its 
maiden voyage, Sir Samuel Cunard 
owned shares in this boat. He was a 
firm believer in the ultimate triumph 
of the steam navigation. 

Sir Samuel Cunard was the son of 
a Philadelphia Loyalist, although he 
was born in Halifax, Nova Scotia. He 
became a leading merchant and en- 
gaged in lumbering, whaling and 
banking. He owned a fleet of forty 
ships at one time. In 1838 when the 
British government asked for bids 
for carrying the mail between Liver- 
pool, Halifax and Boston, he received 
the contract and formed the British 
and North American Royal Mail 
Steamship Packet Co., and in 1840 
placed forty ships in service—the first 
regular steamship service between 
the continents. This was the begin- 
ning of the Cunard S.S. Company, 


Ltd., which was incorporated in 1880 
and which is one of the most familiar 
names to playing card collectors. The 
Cunard Company has continued to 
play a leading role in passenger serv- 
ice and it is believed they have issued 
more cards-colors and designs than 
any other line. 


There was a “Savannah Line be- 
tween the North and South” for 
years, even into the 1930’s, but with- 
out hours of research on it we can 
only assume it to be a “descendant” 
of the first steamship in 1819. 


The playing cards with the name of 
the steamshinv line and sometimes the 
name of the ship are often collected 
and saved by the passengers as a 
souvenir of their trip and after a 
short time stored in a trunk and for- 
gotten. Years later they are found 
by the owner, or sometimes by an- 
other generation ‘to whom _ they 
oftimes mean nothing. It is luck if 
they fall into a collector’s possession 
rather than the furnace. And what 
collector has not been told at some 
time or other “It is too bad I did 
not know sooner that some one would 
want them, I just threw a box of them 
into the furnace last week!” 


Some of the older cards tell us a 
little of their age and era such as the 
“New Zealand and Federal Steamship 
Companies,” “Union Steamship Com- 
pany of New Zealand,” apparently an 
associate company. The cards are 
wide, fine quality ana in multicolor. 
Two very similar design borders fea- 
ture a Maori chief standing at the 
edge of a forest. There are two oth- 
ers with the arms of Australia being 
supported by a Kangaroo on one side 
and the Emu on the other. There is 
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much gold decoration in the borders, 
which differs on these cards. They ap- 
= to be cards by De La Rue, Eng- 
land. 

The P & O and British India Lines 
(P & O, presumably the Pacific and 
Orient) which serviced Australia, 
New Zealand, India, Siam, Java and 
Shanghai or/ and Hongkong at one 
time, is still the largest of the Orient 
lines. An early issue was apparently 
in a set of four designs, wide size 
showing for a central theme: 1. An 
Oriental Building on stilts above the 
water; 2. a passenger liner at night; 
38. an elephant with red and 
gold trappings and howdah, and 4. 
(the Camels crossing the desert at 
sunrise. A single card (there must be 
a mate to it) was issued in a re- 
versible design, red printed on the 
white showing a freighter above the 
arms and flag of the company. This 
is quite plain in comparison to the 
elaborate gold on some of the others 
but it appears to be an earlier card. 
A more scarce and lesser known de- 
sign shows the “Strathmore at Port 
Said,” reversible and multicolored. 
One card has a silver border across 
each end, the other has a gold border 
across each end. The white ship oc- 
cupies the center foreground of card. 
This is a size between the wide and 
narrow. Another attractive series of 
four also issued by the De La Rue 
Company shows a four toed blue 
Dragon on gold background, a red 
lion on silver background, a gold ele- 
phant and “P & O” on a red back- 
ground, and a gold Kangeroo and 
“P & O” on a blue background. This 
makes a very rich looking set, al- 
though, it is in the narrow size. All 
have white borders. The most recent 
series of four, also with ‘white bor- 
ders and narrow size are: Black and 
white Swan and “P & O” on gold 
background; gold Oriental (Java- 
nese) dancers and “P & O” on a red

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background; Henry VIII on red belted 
coat on blue background and two blue 
animals facing each other that ap- 
pears to be a cross between the Chi- 
nese Foo Dog and a dragon on a sil- 
ver background with a wide fine de- 
sign frame. These four are revers- 
ibles. There have been other issues, 
not so well known as these. 

There are two old issues of the Co- 
lumbian World’s Fair period which 
are worthy of mention. The Steam- 
ship “Christopher Columbus” that 
plied the Chicago-Milwaukee Route, 
owned by the Goodrich Transporta- 
tion Company. One shows the side 
view of the ship traveling, in black 
and white with name and route below. 
The other shows the ship as if a snap- 
shot were laid at an angle across an 
informative sign with the name of 
the Goodrich Co., in the upper right 
hand corner and the name of the ship 
in the lower left corner. The print- 
ing is navy blue on white. 

The Holland-America Line (Rot- 
terdam to New York) is a familiar 
card with “N A S M” in the green and 
white flag. Some of the earlier cards 
were on a filigree background and 
some were just a design, but all with 
the “N A S M” on the white and green 
striped flag. One issue, an earlier one, 
must have been for some special oeca- 
sion, perhaps the maiden voyages of 
a new ship, as it had very beautiful 
and unusual court cards. The card 
was also oversize, and showed a large 
three smokestack liner. Later the 
narrow reversibles were issued. 

Swedish-American Line which pic- 
tures the yellow smokestack with a 
blue trim, issued a very attractive 
wide reversible showing a white S.S. 
A pair of narrow reversible showing 
what appears to be the same ship at 
a different angle and another with a 
darker blue frame and a night scene. 
There have been three sets of nar- 
row reversibles in the moderns. The 
first set shows three gold crowns in 
a circle with a Swedish Blue back- 
ground on a red card, also on a green 
card which is the mate. The next set 
was three yellow crowns instead of 
the gold on the same blue field and 
red and green background. The third 
set has the gold crowns again but 
on a self color field same as the back- 
ground, which is blue and the mate 
red in this set. Gold lettering in a 
band just inside the line which forms 
the border. 

Swedish-Chicago Line shows Old 
Neptune holding the freighter in one 
hand and her flag in the other. Nep- 
tune red on a blue card and the mate 
shows Neptune blue on a red back- 
ground. Wide, reversible. 

The Johnson Line, Stockholm-Swe- 
den issued a wide pair but nothing to 
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indicate a period much earlier than 
modern. 

Scandinavian American Lines (Di- 
rect Service) narrow, shows Miss Lib- 
erty with the U.S. Flag draping her, 
and a large boat back of her. This 
card comes with a beige-gray bor- 
der and a white border. 

The Bergen Line celebrated its Cen- 
tennial in 1951 with a very attractive 
red and blue issue with the words 
“1851-1951” on streamers. The same 
design later appeared without dates. 
The current card is a reversible with 
a red and pink background and the 
mate with a blue and light blue back- 
ground. 

The Furness-Bermuda Line has is- 
sued quite a few cards of which some 
of the earlier wide issues were very 
attractive. A pair of less known cards 
in the narrow show the Prince of 
Wales crest in the upper right cor- 
ner of a ship off shore of a resort— 
one a day scene, and one a night 
scene, presumably for the Prince of 
Wales when he made his trip with his 
brother, later George VI, to Central 
and South America in the interest of 
British trade in 1931. 

Norwegian-America Line has _is- 
sued several cards, some of which 
have very beautiful court cards. The 
French Line Transatlantique, Algeria 
Tunisie is a wide card and quite in- 
teresting. Other more modern French 
cards are plainer with either a ship 
or the three smokestacks showing in 
a circle on three nairs of wide cards. 

The Goynia-American Shipping 
Lines is supposed to he one of the 
ships that carried refugees from Po- 
land during World War II. This comes 
in blue, also in red. 

The Egyptian Mail Steamship Co., 
Ltd., is a wide reversible showing 
flags of several countries. It is an 
attractive issue. 

The N Y K Line a Japanese line, 
issued a very lovely card with much 
gold decoration. It shows a bloom- 
ing tree and above is the turned up 
tips of an Oriental roof. The frame 
is in gold with wide gold and white 
scrolls. Another issue is in tan and 
white with no gold and very barren 
and severe design. Both cards are 
wide, and the second is a reversible 
design. 

The Anchor Line, (Transatlantic, 
Oriental and Mediterranean Steam- 
ships) depict both the ancient ships 
and modern Ocean Liners on wide 
cards in soft pastel colors, generally 
reversibles. 

The Hamburg-Amerika Lines _ re- 
versibles show the globe and ships’ 
flag, some in red, others in blue and 
one design in two colors. This com- 
pany was established in 1847—“Ori- 
ent and Nortlandfahrten, New York 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Boston, New 
Orleans, Canada, Galveston, West In- 
dies, Mexico, Venezuela, Ostasien, La 
Plata, Uruguay,” beginning at upper

From the collection of Freida Clark 
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left corner and reading around inner 
border. This is an oversize wide re- 
versible, and old. In 1900 there was a 
new “Deutschland” ‘with four smoke- 
stacks and from the looks of the de- 
tail on the card it was evidently is- 
sued in honor of the new liner. 

Norddeutscher Lloyd-Bremen Line 
in red letters on white background, 
reversible is a nice annearing card. An 
older card shows the Columbus a re- 
versible, in blue and one in red. An- 
other design shows Columbus, 
Europa and Bremen in their berths. 
This also comes in both red and blue. 

The Italian Line, “Italia”, is well 
represented with four colors of a 
wide, reversible design card, showing 
a steamer in the foreground. A pre- 
vious issue had been a red and black 
or blue and black plaid with a circle 
in center of red and white plaid. On 
an earlier issue the circle was red and 
gold in the center. The only printing 
is at each end in fine gold script, and 
hardly noticeable except when the 
light hits it just right. Home Lines is 
another Italian line, and the card 
is a neat wide reversible in blue. The 
mate probably is red. 

The various Lake Steamers—pas- 
sengers and freighters—such as the 
Chicago, Duluth and Georgian Bay 
Line, S.S. Milwaukee Clipper, D&C 
Line, the Green Lines, Commercial 
Barge Lines, and the Ocean Freight- 
ers such as the Farrell Lines, Bull 
Lines, American Export Lines, Moore- 
McCormack Lines and the S.S. Co. 
(Aluminum Co. of America) are only 
a few of the additional lines which 
may be added. 

The Black Horse of the Sea, must 
not be overlooked. It is the tow boat 
company that goes to ships in dis- 
tress when they must be towed. The 
cards generally show a running black 
horse and no other information, and 
there have been many guesses as to 
what the card represents. 

If one wishes they may make a sec- 
tion of the War ships—the Sub- 
marines—these are cards which gen- 
erally must be gotten from some serv- 
iceman who has been alert to cards. 
But they do exist in limited quan- 
tities. 

With the continuous new additions 
and the old issues that surely, but 
slowly are found, a collector never 
has an opportunity to say “It is com- 
plete.” A collector can always feel 
the anticipation and the delight of ob- 
taining new items to his collection. 
The steamships will long remain one 
of the favorite subjects for the col- 
lector from eight to eighty years. 
(NOTE: To start a collection it is 
wise to join a Progressive Card Col- 
lectors Club where you can exchange 
ideas as well as cards. Specify your 
interest and watch your collection 
start to grow).

The past year has seen a new 
type of gem stone establish itself 
among amateur cutters and collect- 
ors, far beyond the point which could 
be considered a passing fad. 

I refer to the Baroque, nugget or 
tumble polished stone. The process 
involved in the making of such gems 
is not a new one, simply the adoption 
by amateurs of a very old practice 
in the metal trades of cleaning and 
polishing small parts. 

The mechanics of the process fol- 
low the principles already fully 
familiar to the amateur in cutting 
cabochons, that is, subjecting the 
material being worked to progress- 
ively finer grinding grits and buff- 
ing powders, in a rotating container 
or barrel. The mass of pieces, in the 
desired paste, by rubbing together, 
finally take the desired polish. The 
resulting gem is very irregular in 
shape and size, entirely unlike the 
familiar symmetrical cabochon, but 
has over its entire surface the same 
glass like finish. 

The results are revolutionary. The 
amateur is no longer limited to the 
production of a few gems, but quick- 
ly, with no hand labor, turns out 
hundreds. No longer is the amateur 
silver smith restricted to a few 
pieces of hand made jewelry, but 
with a few simple findings, some 
cement and a pair of plyers can 
present milady with a jewel box full 
of glittering baubles. The great cus- 
tom made jewelry trade now has a 
serious competitor in the home lapi- 
dary and silver shop, as jewelry set 
with genuine jewels are now on equal 
price footing with simulated junk. 

The easiest of all material to 
tumble is the small nugget shaped 
nodule or the rounded beach peb- 
ble. However, there is no stone that 
cannot be reduced to size, with that 
ever available tool of the amateur, 
the miner’s pick. Old stock piles are 
again worked over, dusty cigar box- 
es emptied of their contents into the 
ravenous maw of the whirling bar- 
rel. There has been an enormous in- 
crease of the production of ama- 
teur gems, just as good in quality as 
those produced commercially. 

The effect on the popularity of 
gem stones varieties, by the baro- 
ue, has been profound. No longer 
oes the amateur collect or buy by 
the piece, but by the pound. No long- 
er does the average amateur restrict 
himself to opaque material, but casts 
a covetous eye on transparent mate- 
rial, long held to be the property of 
those who facet gems.

De Costa Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 
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The De Costa family presents quite 
a genealogical problem that remains 
unsolved in spite of years of re- 
search. The confusion that exists has 
long been known to anyone who has 
delved into their history. Through 
continued and persevering research, 
additions and corrections have been 
made to previously compiled records, 
but no one has been able to discover 
the parents of Isaac De Costa who 
came over from England and set- 
tled in Boston, Mass., in 1690. 

The name is found -in Holland, 
France, Portugal, Spain, England and 
America and is spelled variously 
Dercoster, Decoster, de Costa, Da 
Costa and Costa. There are eleven 
Coats-of-Arms listed in Reitstap’s 
Armorial General under the spelling 
Costa, seven of which are reproduced 
here. The Arms bearing the broken 
bones—either six or three—are fa- 
vored to illustrate material dealing 
with the American branches of the 
family, but I have no knowledge of 
the: basis for this assumption. 

Burke’s General Armory (1884) 
lists two Arms as follows: 

De Costa (London) Or (gold), six 

broken bones, two, two, and two 

barways argent (silver), the joints 
almost meeting in pale gules (red). 

Crest—a plume of ostrich feathers 

or (gold). 

Da Costa Or (gold) three broken 

shankbones fesseways in pale gules 

(red) the broken parts to the ex- 

terior. Crest—a reindeer passant 

proper (of natural color). 

On the code drawings above, gold 
is represented by dots, silver by the 
absence of lines, red by vertical lines 
blue by horizontal lines, and gold 
by dots. 

Material on the family at the pres- 
ent writing can only be located 
through scattered sources and manu- 
script data. The Universal] Jewish 


Encyclopedia has articles on _ sev- 
eral members of both Dutch and Eng- 
lish branches of the family, and the 
American Jewish Archives located at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, has been generous 
in sharing the material in their files. 
John {. Coddington, a prominent 
genealogist who specializes in pre- 
American ancestry, is quoted as stat- 
ing-the De Costas are Jewish. 

However, the Rev. Benjamin Fran- 
klin De Costa, D.D. was interested 
in his genealogy, as attested by his 
membership in the New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Sgciety and 
by the fact that he was one of the 
founders of the Huguenot Society of 
America, and a biographical notice re- 
lating to him states “his ancestors 
were the Portuguese DaCostas, some 
of whom were navigators on the At- 
lantic before Columbus and prom- 
inently connected with the Portu- 
guese insular possessions. Represen- 
tatives of the family passed into 
France and settled at Rouen, where 
they became not only French but 
Huguenots and warm advocates of 
the Protestant Faith. Upon the R~ 
cation of the Edict of Nantes they 
fled, passing into England and thence 
to America, Isaac De Costa settlin’: 
at Boston in 1699.” (New England 
Register Vol. 59) 

Benjamin Franklin De Costa was 
a descendant of Isaac, and a son of 
Ezekiel Carver and Elizabeth (Jack- 
son) De Costa. He was born in 1831 
and died in 1904, If he had any 
knowledge of the parentage of Isaac 
his notes and material have not 
turned up, and the records of the Hu- 
guenot Society contain no mention 
of his lineage. It may be that he 
was eligible through a maternal line. 

In 1876 a chart was compiled “to 
correct serious errors that appear in 
a chart prepared some time since’, 
and in the years since this compiia- 


tion corrections have been made to 
the chart of 1876, which also con- 
tained “serious errors’. Other sour- 
ces that may be searched include 
the Gentleman’s Magazine, Vol. 81 
and Antonio de Villas’ Nobiliarchia 
Portugueza. 

The material for this article has 
been loaned to me by Dorothy I. Van- 
dercook (Mrs. F. I.) as she and 
Nora Da Costa (Mrs. John) have 
been compiling De Costa records for 
some years. Their files are volumi- 
nous and if any reader has material 
they wish to contribute, I know it 
will be more than welcome. We can 
hope their constant efforts will some 
day be rewarded, as they work 
through every lead that comes to 
their attention. 

Following I will givé a condensa- 
tion from the American records of 
Mrs. Vandercook. 2) USSG 

Isaac De Costa the emigrant ances- 
tor, married in: Boston,-2 Nov. 1699 
Mary, daughter of John? (Richard?2, 
Abraham!) and Martha Temple. She 
was born in Boston 7 Oct. 1679 and 
married secondly 9 ‘Aug: 1727, Na- 
thaniel Kettle. Beyond the facts of 
his marriage and that his “rates” 
for the year 1702 were not promptly 
paid, none of the details of Isaac’s 
life have come down to us. Even the 
date of his death is not of record in 
Boston but must be guessed at 
through the marriage of his. widow. 
Isaac and Mary (Temple) De Cos- 
ta had six children, 

John, probably the eldest son, born 
1699-1700, died in Boston July 1774 
leaving a will. On attaining his ma- 
jority he was admitted, under the 
date of 3 Feb. 1722 into membership 
with the New South Church, Boston. 
It was at this church that his chil- 
dren and most of his grandchildren 
were baptized. In 1787 he was chosen 
one of the Constables of Boston, be- 
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ing excused from service the follow- 
ing year; but in 1740 he was _ re- 
chosen and served. It was in this last 
year that he became a member of 
the Board of Selectmen. By deed 
of 20 Feb. 1724 he purchased a cer- 
tain messuage on Milk Street (Suf- 
folk Deeds, Lib. 38, fol. 125) to 
which he afterwards made additions 
by several purchases from his in- 
laws, Ezekiel and Elizabeth Carver. 

An advertisement of Elizabeth De 
Coster in the Boston “News-Letter” 
of 19 April 1744 carries the sugges- 
tion that John De Coster kept an 
Inn or house of entertainment for 
strangers at the “Sign of the Wal- 
nut-Tree’”’. It reads: “To be sold by 
Eliz. DeCoster, at the sign of the 
Wall Nutt Tree in Milk St., Boston, 
a little below Rev. Dr, Sewell’s Meet- 
ing House, English pease, Windsor 
beans, etc. lately imported. Parsnips 
at ten shillings a bushell, pickled 
pepper and Beans at five shillings.” 

Sundry deeds are of record in Suf- 
folk and Middlesex Counties and suf- 
fice to show that Mr. De Costa was 
no inconsiderable land holder. His 
land transactions were all in the 
vicinity of Milk St. and covered a 
period of more than thirty vears. 
On the 183 May 1768 he made his 
will, which was probated 19 July 1774 
and names his children. It describes 
him as “of Boston, Mason, being ad- 
vanced in years”. In the division of 
his estate he is called “gardener”. 

Elizabeth Carver, the first wife of 
John De Costa and the mother of all 
his children, was born in Boston 9, 
April, 1703, and died 12, June, 1751. 
She was the daughter of Ezekiel and 
Elizabeth (Waters) Carver, and 
granddaughter of Ezekiel and Mary 
Carveth and Ezekiel Waters (son 
of Richard Waters of Salem). John 
and. Elizabeth were both buried in 
the Granary Burying Ground. They 
had issue eight children, of whom 
more later, 


Isaac De Costa and Mary Temple 
had an infant buried 28, Sept. 1705, 
a daughter Mary who died 27, Sept. 
1706, and Abraham born 13, Nov. 
pio of whom there is no further 
ata. 1} 


The fourth child of Isaac and Mary 
was Jacob who married Elizabeth 
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Carr, 25, Dec., 1728. Both Jacob 
and his wife died before 2, August, 
1734, when their daughter Ester was 
baptized in the Old South Church 
at Boston, and Joseph’s mother, Mary 
(Temple) De Costa Kettle, promised 
to “raise her as her own.” 

Temple, the youngest child of Isaac 
and Mary, was born 1712. He mar- 
ried Ann King, 2, Dec., 1734. Ann 
died 12, Dec., 1758. His will, written 
20, April, 1771, was probated 31, 
May of that same year. 

John (son of John?) was born in 
Boston 18, Jan. 1722-3, and he mar- 
ried Ruth Whitney 14, April, 1742-3. 
In 1769 when John? wrote his will 
he included the statement that his 
“eldest son John has been absent 
many years,” and provided for him 
with the hope that he would return. 
Apparently Elizabeth (Waters) Car- 
ver (John’s? grandmother) did not 
have this faith, for in 1758 she made 
her will at the age of eighty years 
and (eleven years before her son 
called his son “absent’’) she left a 
legacy to Ruth De-Coster, widow of 
John De Coster.

Prepare for death and follow me.” 


Ezekiel,the second son of John*® was 
born 80, June, 1725, and’ died before 
his father. He married at Christ 
Church, Boston, 15, March, 1743, 
Mary Parr(y).

Mary is mentioned in her grand- 
father John De Costa’s will. 

Isaac? (3rd son of John?) born 2, 
April, 1728, married Martha Hart in 
1750. He was admitted into mem- 
bership of the New South Church in 
1753; in 1777 was called of Charles- 
town, South Carolina; and in 1782 is 
described as Isaac DeCoster of Lon- 
don, Gentleman. In 1785 he is styled 
“formerly of Boston and now of Am- 
sterdam in Holland, Gentleman.” He 
gave up his lands and _ possessions 
in America and died in Holland, leav- 
ing at least two children: Dorothy 
baptized 22, July, 1758, and Isaac 
baptized 19, Feb. 1758. Isaac? died 
in 2474. 

Jonathan Rouse? (4th son of John?) 
was baptized 28, Nov. 1730. He mar- 
ried first Esther Hall 14, Feb., 1750. 
They had at least one son Jonathan 
born 18, Mar., 1751. After the death 
of Esther, he married Mary Griffin, 
30, April, 1755, and had the following 
eight children: Mary bpt. 21, Dec., 
1755; Ezekiel Carver, 1757; Sarah. 
1759; Jonathan, 1760; Temple 1762 
(married Rebecca Barker); Francis, 
hed Ruth, 1767; and Richard Small, 
1 ; 

Temple, the 5th son of John? was 
baptized 25, Feb., 1732. He married 
at Marblehead 17, Feb., 1757, Lydia 
Rogers. In 1762, Lydia married at 
Salem as her second husband, Samuel 
Giles. Temple was a shipwright, and 
in 1759, was appointed administrator 
of his grandmother’s will (Elizabeth 
Waters Carver). Marblehead Vital 
Records give the following baptismal 
dates for his daughters: Lydia, 8, 
July, 1757; and Elizabeth, 11, March, 
1759. Lydia married John Clark 26, 
Aug. 1777. 

Martha, daughter of John? and 
Elizabeth (Carver) DeCosta was 
also mentioned in the will of her 
grandmother. She was baptized 17, 
August, 1735; married Joshua Davis 
(a Revolutionary soldier) 24, June, 
1753; and died 12, Mar., 1802. Joshua 
and Martha (De Costa) Davis had 
eight children, and it is through this 
couple Mrs. Vandercook claims De 
Costa descent. 

Elizabeth, sister of Martha, was 
baptized 26, Mar., 1738, and she, 
00, was mentioned in her grandmo- 
ther’s will. Elizabeth had a daughter 
Sally and died 23, August, 1784. 

The youngest son of John and Eli- 
zabeth (Carver) DeCosta was Jo- 
seph’, baptized 28, July, 1740. He 
married Katherine Adams, 1769. In 
1779, he was described on the muster 
rolls as “Joseph Decoster, aged 87, 
5 ft., 6 in. high, complexion dark 
and pitted, hair short and eyes 
black.” He served during the Revolu- 
tion in both the Militia and Continen- 
tal lines. His will, proved 26, Feb., 
1782, is brief with bequests to each 
of his five children: ‘namely, John, 
Joseph, James, Isaac and Catherine,” 
and the remainder to his wife. Jo- 
seph* married first in Philadelphia, 
21, June, 1794, Ann Catherine Tall- 
man. However, his seven children 
were all the issue of his second wife, 
Sarah Smith.

portant public offices most of their 
lives, and were obliged to write tens 
of thousands of letters, so that both 
are extremely common in autographs. 
Again, when an individual achieves 
fame only at death, or at an ad- 
vanced age, his autograph is almost 
certain to be rare, for no one is 
likely to have preserved his letters. 
A good example of this type of rarity 
is the autograph of Barbara Fritchie, 
heroine of the Civil War, who was 
an old woman when fame came to 
her. I have seen only one of her 
autographs—an indorsement on a 
check. 

Invariably of great rarity are the 
autographs of notorious criminals. 
When John Wilkes Booth, a popular 
actor, slew Lincoln, there was a 
wholesale destruction of his letters 
by all who knew him. Nobody wished 
to preserve the autograph of a man 
who had committed so heinous a 
crime. Others frantically destroyed 
his letters to hide any traces of 
their association with him, The re- 
sult is that his autograph is ex- 
tremely difficult to come by. Even 
rarer are the letters of Jesse James, 
Quantrill, and Billy the Kid (Wil- 
liam Bonny). Billy the Kid spent 
most of his life dodging the law, 
and died a violent death at 21. The 
rarity of his autograph is under- 
standable. 

Early death is probably the great- 
est single cause of rarity amongst 
literary figures. The letters of Ed- 
gar Allan Poe, who died at 40, are 
very scarce, although common com- 
pared with those of Charles Brock- 
den Brown, America’s first impor- 
tant novelist who died at 39. Cu- 
riously, the two outstanding rari- 
ties of American literature—Herman 
Melville and Emily Dickinson—may 
be accounted for by the obscurity of 
their subjects. Emily Dickinson 
lived and died unknown. Herman 
Melville was forgotten, for a time, 
after his death. The net result was 
the same, so far as it affected the 
rarity of their autographs. 

In conclusion, we may graphically 
illustrate the span between rarity 
and abundance by two individuals 
with the same surname. Nathan 
Hale, the spy who died on the gal- 
lows at 21, is perhaps the rarest 
of all important American auto- 
graphs. Edward Everett Hale, who 
wrote “The Man Without a Country”, 
and who lived to the ripe old age 
of 87, is perhaps the commonest. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale must have writ- 
ten a hundred thousand letters, at 
least, and one may have a letter from 
his pen for as little as fifty cents. 
On the other hand, only a few let- 
ters of Nathan Hale are known to 
exist, and I venture to predict that 
a fine letter would fetch in the
